THE BIDDER NAMED.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The deé- 
cision of the Navy Department to send 
two ships to Cuba .with supplies for 
the suffering reconcentrados caused 
some commotion in official circles to- 
day, until the real purport of the 


visit of the ships came out. The 
ctuiseg Montgomery and the gunboat 
Nashville wére selected for tHe pur- 


pose, and orders were sent to Admiral 
Sicard to put them in shape for the 
required service. It is explained at the 
Navy Department that this action was 
taken at the instance of the Cuban 
Relief Association, organized. through 
the efforts of the State Department 
for the relief cf the non-combatants in 
Cuba. It was represented to the de- 
partment that distress prevails among — 
the people in the vicinity of Sagua la 
Grande and Matanzas, on the northern 
coast of the island, and that consider- 
able difficulty is experienced in sending 
supplies there because of the infre<- 
quent visits of merchant ships. 

On this account, and because of the 
immediate demand for supplies at the 
points indicated, the officers of the ase 
sociation requested the Secretary of 
the Navy to authorize the use’ of one 
or more warships at Key West.in the 
transportation there of food supplies 
contributed bythe charitable people of 
the United States in response to the ~ 
appeals of President McKinley and 
Secretary Sherman. 

Secretary Long conferred with the 
President on the subject, and it was 
decided to comply with the request. — 
The Montgomery and the Nashville 
were selected as most suitable for the 
service, and the necessary orders were 
dispatched to Admiral Sicard. The 

ontgomery will go to Matanzas, ang 
the Nashville to Sagua la Grande, with 
the understanding that they will re- 
main in those ports only long enough 
to deliver the supplies to the agents - 
ef the association for distribution, 
where they will do the most good. Ale 
though the mission assigned to the war- 
ships will take both within a short dis- 
tance of Havana, estimated from two 
to four hours, it is stated that neither 
vessel will visit the Cuban capital.

_of the Maine disaster. Capt. Hawley, 
who has the matter {mmediately in 
charge, Says that owing to the neces- 
sary formalities these certificates can- 
not be issued before March 15, and this 
answer is returned to numerous let- 
ters received at ithe department daily. 
% is said in the Navigation Bureau 
that there is a pressing need of able 
machinists for the navy, caused by. 
the heretofore unnoted fact that every 
one of the machinists -on the Maine 
lost his life in the explosion. More- 
over, all the firemen but one were 
killed. The bureau has Invited en- 
listments from men who have had naval 
service before in the engine-rooms, and, 
as it is said that a number of these 
men are now enjoying the three 
months’ period of time between en- 
listments during which they may come 
again into the navad service without 
loss of service record, it fs hoped that 
some of them will come forward to fill 
the placés vacated by the Maine dis- 
aster. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote came to the 
State Department today bearing one of 
the formal expressions of deep sym- 
' pathy with the government over the 
loss of the Maine that have come now 
from every one of the British colonies. 
This latest message was as follows: |

“Sir: At the request of Sir Alfred 
Maloney, Governor of the Windward 
Islands, I have the honor to convey 
the heartfelt sympathy of that colony 
with the government and people of 
the United States in'the loss sustained 
through the explosion on board the 
Maine.

There is no unusual stir of activity 
about the bureaus of the quartermas- 
ter-general or the commissary-general 
of the army where more than anywhere 
else, the preparations for a warlike 
emergency would be apparent. The of-. 
ficers of these bureaus say no extraordi- 
nary accumulation of supplies is tak- 
ing place, and that no confracts for 
extra supplies are in contemplation. 
In the ordnance bureau the placing of 
a large order for projectiles is the re- 
sult of talk between Secretary Alger. 
Senator Hawley of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs and repre- 
sentatives of the House Military Com- 
mittee. It was made clear to the 
Secretary that it was a certainty ap- 
propriations would be forthcoming, and 
it was deemed the part of the wisdom 
to make the contract now, as the sup-. 
plies would not be in hand for some 
months. 

There has been considerable corre- 
spondence between Secretary Alger and 
the projectile manufacturers, the Sec- 
retary expressing the opinion in these 
Jetters that he was not getting the 
terms the government en- 
titled to at this time. Senator Haw- 
ley suggested that they be asked to 
come to Washington, and as a result 
of their visit, satisfactory terms were 
made, and the contract closed. 


INTERVIEW WITH ALGER. 


The Secretary Says There is Ab- 
_solutely No Information, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
Washington Post will tomorrow print 
the following interview with Secre- 
tary Alger: 

“The statement of Secretary Long 
that Spain's official participation in 
the disaster to the Maine has been 
“practically eliminated was merely an 
expression of personal opinion on his 
part. It is an injustice to him, as well 
as to the administration, to give official] 
significance to his expression when he 
Was particular at the time to empha- 
size the fact that he was speakifig sim- 
ply as an individual. : 

“In the absence of official facts— 
and I can repeat what has been gaid 
heretofore, that the public is equally 
as well informed as the government— 
no member of the administration, of 
course, can make official declaration 
touching Spain's responsibility, mora} 
or otherwise. There is not an iota of 
information as to the cause or origin 
of the explosion upon which the gov- 
ernment can at this time form a con- 
clusion or base a decision. The ver- 
dict of the court of inquiry on that 
point must patiently be awaited.” 

Beyond this, Secretary Alger would 
mot be quoted, but he authorized the 
Post to state most positively that no 
official information was being withheld 
from the public; that the administra- 
tion was adhering strictly to the pol- 
icy adopted by Secretary Long with 
the approval of the President at the 
start to give the fullest publicity to all 
facts coming officially to the depart- 
ments bearing on the loss of the Maine 
‘and the 50 brave seamen, 

The stenographers were kept busy 
during the afternoon oan caught up 
with their notes of the testimony. The 
proceedings at the barracks fasted 
about an hour, and were conducted 
with great privacy. 

Judge Advocate Marix, in reply to 
an inquiry, said that ro far as he knew 
the court had mo more work to do at 
Key West. 
IWhen this dispatch js sent early this 


eveni ¢ Mangroyg,js lying, at her 
dock with steam up, but it is said on 
g00d authority that the members of 
the court will not leave ‘until tomor- 
row.

be in keeping. Commander McCall 
has decided to reduce the funeral de- 
tail to the smallest possible number, 
and it is probable only: about twenty 
men will tomorrow pay the last hon- 
ors to an unidentified body expected 
early tomorrow’ on the Bache. 


KEEPS INCHING ALONG. | 


Court of Inquiry is Inquiring, 
Though Exasperatingly Slow. 
[BY DIRECT WINE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, March 2.--[Exclusive 
Dispatch,] To the average impatient 
patriot, the work of the board of in- 
quiry into the Maine disastef is exas- 
peratingly slow, but the board is 
weighing carefully every grain of evi- 
dence and refuses to be hurried in its 
work. The board this morning at Key 
West devoted most of its time to @ead- 
ing the testimony previously taken to 
witnesses for the purpose of verifica- 
tion. A little new testimony was then 
taken, and the work of examining the 
survivors was closed. 

All survivors able to walk took the 
usual oath prescribed for witnesses if 
cases of this kind. Survivors are now 
idly awaiting orders, but of course, ex- 
pect to go north by Friday, at least. 
The funeral which was to hav® taken 
place tomorrow over the bodies ex- 
pected from Havana on the steamer 
Bache has been declared off. Only one 
body will come, and that is uniden- 
tified. 
From Havana comes news that na- 
val authorities are about to appoint 
a committee of naval officers to inves- 
tigate the cause of the Maine disas- 
ter. The committee will be called the 
Commission Tecnica. Divers continue 
to work on the Maine, but there were 
no results of importance today. 
Washington is discussing Secretary 
‘Long’s statement of yesterday to the 
effect that the question of Spain's par- 
ticipation in the destruction of the 
Maine has been eliminated from the 
problem confronting the administra- 
tion. What the Secretary meant, as was 
afterward explained, is that it has been 
demonstrated by the offictal denial of 
Sefior Dubosc, Spanish Charge d’Af- 
faires, and by other evidence, that the 
Spanish government had no hand in 
the explosion. That some Spanish sub- 
ject may have done the deed is not 
denied, nor does the Secretary attempt 
to prejudice the case. He merely ac- 
cepts the Spanish government's official 
disclaimer as he did it’s disavowal ‘of 
the De Lome letter. 7 
Admiral Sicard telegraphed to Sec- 
retary Long that the surviving officers 
of the Maine have asked for an extra 


-month’s pay to covér claims resulting 


from the loss of personal effects on 
the battleship. Many of the officers 
saved very little clothing from the 
ship, and some of them were obliged 
to borrow garments for immediate use. 
Orders from Washingtton calling for 
unusually large shipments of ammuni- 
tion to be forwarded to Key West at 
once were received at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 
Lieut. Sobral, formerly attaché of the 
Spanish Legation at Washington, 
sailed on the steamship La Bretagne. 
At his request his name was put on 
the regular passenger list. Imme- 
diately after the blowing-up of the 
Maine, Lieut. Sobral made a public 
criticism of the American navy. His 
path in America ever since has been a 
thorny one. It was supposed that he 
had gone to Europe for a rest. 

The stock market today was irregu- 
lar. Rather rapid advances took place 
in many stocks in the early dealings, 
but the market soon lost snap, and 
after a period of dullness, declined. By 
way of: explanation. board-room 
theorists seized upon the very reason- 
able preparations making by the gov- 
ernment to provide an adequate sup- 
ply of coal and ordnance, and traders 
sold stocks on the announcement in 
these respects as if they had made 
some new discovery. 

From London™comes the news that 
European powers had been informed of 
probable intervention by President Mc- 
Kinley in Cuban affairs after March 1, 
and that this policy met with no op- 
position. It is understood the. Maine 
disaster must change the plans of the 
administration to some extent. Dupuy 
de Lome will revenge himself “on 
America. He will write another book, 
detailing the eircumstances leading to 
his ‘‘resignation.,’’ 


THIRD DAY’S SESSION, 


Ten More Enlisted. Men Examined 
at Key West. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]. 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) March 2.—The 
United States court of inquiry into the 
loss of the battleship Whine resumed 
its sessions here at 1 o'clock today. 
Ten ‘more enlisted men were examined 
by the full board. Commander For- 
syth was the first witness not on the 
list of the crew of the Maine to be 
called. It is understood that he gave 
testimony regarding the coaling of the 
battleship at the navy yard here. . 

The torpedo-boat Ericsson left here: 
this morning with mail matter for the 
fleet at Tortugas. . She is expected this 
afternoon. 

The court took a recess for luncheon 
at 1 o'clock. It reassembled at 2 p.m. 
and proceeded to the barracks, where 
the survivors of the Maine, who are 
confined in the hospital, were exam- 
ined. 

INFORMATION GUARDED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

KEY WEST (Fle.,) March 2.—The 
fact is becoming more. evident, as the 
days pass, that any information direct 
from members of the United States 
court of inquiry into the losa of the 
battleship Maine, and from those ap- 
pearing before it, is guarded with un- 
usual closeness. Practically no infor- 
mation presented to the court has been 
disclosed. The restrictions are so'se- 
vere that. the communications between 
‘the naval’men who have been before 
the court have been most guarded.

MISERIES OPEN AS THE DAY. 


American Relief Has Done Much 
but the Needs Grow. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
HAVANA, Feb. 25.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated 


Press, wired 
from Chicago March 2.) While 
signs of suffering are not —more 


plentiful. than in any other city 
in that latitude at all times, roofs and 
closed doors here as elsewhere in the 
island hide ghastly famine and physi- 
cal and mental distress that sickens 
the heart, and angers the head. In the 
prisons, asylums, hospitals and camps 
of reconcentrados the miseries are as 
open as the day. American relief has 
done much in Havana and near by, 
but the needs grow, as the days of un- 
productiveness and idleness lengthen, 
and the deaths are fewer, largely be- 
cause ther are fewer to die. 


American relief has made any but the 
higher and more intelligent feel kindly 
to the United States. Strangely enough, 
outward manifestations of dislike are 
extremely rare, except from the low- 
est negroes, who may call out, “Amer- 
ican slaye-drivers and pig-sellers;’’.or 


‘from the cab drivers, who refuse to 


carry Americans.

Capt. Sigsbee Has Trouble in Board- 

ing the Vizcaya.

A somewhat disagreeable inci- 
dent happened today when Capt. Sigs- 
bee visited the Spanish cruiser Viz- 
ecaya.

“Reliable persons familiar with the 
result of high explosives and with the 
wreck above and under water say that 


closed could not possibly have been 
done by an Inside explosion alone. In 
fact, this last discovery of the man- 
ner in which the Maine’s back was 
broken, taken together with earlier 
disclosures, has convinced thé men 
working about the wreck that further 
investigation as to the manner in 
which the ship was blown up is per- 
fectly useless, arid they consider the 
question solved beyond doubt. 

The court of inquiry will, of course, 
hper evidence of the wrenching apart 
of the keel. Divers and officers in 
charge will testify. Feeling among 
American naval officers if Havaha is 
that beyond the recovery of the dead 
remaining in the wreck, all useful work 
in connection with the Maine wreck 
have been done. Letters have aeen 
sent from here to Representatives and 
Senators in Washington warning them 
against voting for appropriations for 
raising the Maine, saying the work 
would not only cost millions, but would 
not add anything to the information 
regarding the nature of the explosion 

A photograph which was in itself 
evidence of the nature of the explo- 
sion has béen taken. It shows the 
Maine’s dog standing on part of the 
wreckage still above water. The fact 
is that the plate on which the dog 
Stands came from the keel of the ship, 
the part of the tre:

QUIET TALK. 


Sub Rosa Opinion That the Maine 


Was Blown Up. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
HAVANA, March 2.—[By Kest West 
Cable.] Without adding unnecessarily 
to the flood of surmises, conjectures 
and prophecies concerning the finding 
of the court of inquiry, it is fair to 
say that, as a matter of fact, most of 
the naval officers here and at Key 
West incline to the opinion that the 
court will find that the disaster to the 
Maine was caused by the explosion of 
a floating submarine mine under the 
port side of the ship forward. Opin- 
ions differ as to whether the mine was 
made of high explosives, such as wet 
or dry gun cotton, or ordinary gun- 
powder. 
Opinions agree not only as to ‘the 
existence of mines in the harbor, but 
also that this one was laid purposely 
near the buoy where foreign vessels 
were directed to moor, and was fired 
from an electric battery on shore. 

It is believed barely possible that 
the explosion of the mine was the re- 
sult of carelessness or ‘ignorance of 
Spanish officers in charge of the sta- 
tions keys when testing the circuit, but 
the latter supposition is not felt to be 
probable. It is further regarded as 
settled by the evidence before the 
court that the port side of the hull 
forward was completely blown to 
pieces, and that the only explosion on 
the Maine, except of isolated cases of 
fixed ammunition, was that of 2000 
pounds of saluting powder, stored 
forward, and of which no.trace can 
be found. 

As these views are gathered from 
Officers who talk with great reserve 
and only upon the assurance that their 
identity will never be revealed, the 
fact remains that only the members of 
the court of inquiry know all the tes- 
timony elicited, and no one is author- 
ized to make. public matters in ad- 
vance of the final judgment. ee 

A good deal of surprise was ex- 
pressed by Americans here at learn- 
ing that the Spanish divers were to 
be permitted to make an examination 
of the wreck of the Maine, especially 
as it was also said American naval 
officers would give such divers all con- 
sistent facilities, and would throw no 
obstacles in the way of a thorough 
submarine inspection.

Some assert that the court now has 
ho objection to & Spanish inquiry, for 
one of two reasons: Wither the court 
has sufficient evidénce already of acci- 
dent or malice—evidenee cannot 
be controverted by the Spaniards—or, 
after a diligent search, the mystery 
remains as deep as ever, and the court 
does ‘not think the Spanish will reach 
a conclufion where the Americans 
have failed. Of course, all this refers 
principally to inspection of parts of the 
ship other than the hull. Until the 
guns, decks, engines and debris of all 
kinds have been removed, and the mud 
has been pumped from the hull, it 
cannot be examined thoroughly by 
any one, Some good authorities think 
it will be nécessary to build a coffer- 
dam arotind the wreck, piles being 
driven, ete, 

That any itportatit testimony before 
the court has found its way to the 
public is very unlikely. Some of the 
witnesses have told ceftain corre- 
spondents of alleged testimony, but iri 
every case investigation has showed 
their stories to be wildly improbable 
and controverte kfiownh facts, or 
else absolutely irrélévant. Some of the 
correspondents have tried to éxtract 
information from members of the 
court or from naval witnesses, put- 
ting what were deemed by the ques- 
tioners clever hypothetical interroga- 
tories, but the quesitioners were not 
experts in naval architecture and those 
questioned were, and ¢o the results 
were unsatisfactory. Probably the 
court knew béfore it left Havana for 
Key West whether the 10-inch maga- 
zine on the starboard forward did or 
did hot explode, but the members gave 
no sign, and the divérs, when they 
talk at ail, contradict each other. 
Doubtless even the contractors for the 
removal of the innef debris and the 
raising of the hull do fiot fully appre- 
ciate the difficulties to be encouritered. 
Certainly the tug Right Arm has been 
of little value thus far, her captain 
not having sufficient authority uniil 
Monday to employ the necessary help Or 
to hire the needed lighters. ‘ 

Whilé criticising the naval divers for 
their slowness, it must be remembered 
that theirs is grim, dangerous and dif- 
ficlilt work. + In muddy, foul water, 
through a mass of riveted steel, bent 
iron, shattered gratings and ladders, 
ovér upturned hatches, scattered am- 
miinition, guns, @hest#, m&chifiery and 
electric wires, they must make or cut 
their intricate way. They must exer- 
cise great care lest theif air,tubes be 
severed By Already 
many have had bad fails in the uncer- 
tain light and difficult passages. 

Nothing need be retracted, however, 
from the former statement that all the 
haste possible is greatly ‘to be desired. 

The huge weight of the wreck causes 
it to sink daily deeper itito the soft 
miid of thé harbor, making the task 
of raising it the more herculéan. 

While no outsider is allowed on the 
wreck, the patrol lines are not so rigid 
as formerly, and the boats of visitors 
are allowed to sail quite close to the 
mass of debris. | 

The question is frequently asked: 
“Are Americans in danger in Havana?” 
The only truthful afswer given, by a 


well-informed resident, or fimerican of- 


ficial or layman is ‘We think, not; we 
don’t know.” Of course, Spanish of- 
ficials who will talk on the subject 
deprecate the idea of dangér, but they 
are as much in the dark as the rest. 

A well-informed Cuban of high social 
position and.on good tefms with the 
government said to the corréspondent 
of the Associated Press: “Of course, 
in the low dives and saloons there are

Americans, but these people are only 
dangerous in. case riotous demonstra- 
tions come from other quartérs, such, 
for instance, as the voluAteérs, In the 
Ten Years War, the volunteéfs shot:

There are no signs of demonstrations 
against the Americans, and stories to 
the contrary, thus far, are without 
foundation. Still, Havana is no place 
just now for those who have no calls 
of business or duty. This season is in- 
clement, and the variations of tem- 
perature are sudden and violent, caus- 
ing much sickness, especially the grip. 
All idea of censorship is so foreign 
to the American mind that an Ameri- 


can can searcely*appreciate the diffi- 


culty of sending news from Havana. 
The Spaniards seem unable to under- 
stand why censorship is not exercised in 
the United States. One experience will 
serve as an illustration of others of. 
daily occurrence. A correspondent pre- 
pared an early bulletin for cabling,. 
giving such routine facts as could be 
gathered before 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing in a city where the official busi- 
ness of the day begins at 10 o’clock 
or later. ; 

Sickness happened to deprive him of 
his interpreter, and he tried to get the 
dispatch ‘‘stamped” by the censor in 
the original English. The regular cen- 
sor happened to be ill, and Command- 
ant Norena was acting in his place. 
Norena, who does not know a word of 
English, declined to give his approval 
until the dispatch was shown him in 
Spanish. The correspondent hunted up 
some one whom he could trust, and 
finally secured a Spanish, version. No- 
rena scrutinized it carefully, crossed 
out sentences perfectly harmless, but 
which appeared to him to contain @ 
double meaning, and after emasculat- 
ing the dispatch stamped the Spanish 
version. 

The correspondent took the English 
and Spanish copies to the cable office, 
where they were compared by opera- 
tors, who are held responsible for their 
perfect agreement. The dispatch, fin- 
ally approved and butchered, was then 
sent. Time consumed, 2h. 40m. 

Later in the day the same corre- 
spondent may lose two hours of valu- 
able time in waiting for the censor,. 
who happens to be at lunch, while at 
night the censor may put in an ap- 
pearance half an hour before the cable 
office closes. 

Greater demonstrations of welcome 
could not have been accorded the Viz- 
caya had she been the most powerful 
‘battleship in the world. Her officers 
and crew will be the objects of constant 
and generous social attentions. It has 
been prophesied that her arrival would 
be a signal for demonstrations against 
this, that or the other party or officials, 
but as usual this was nothing but pre- 
diction. A few shouted for Weyler, 
but not enought to attract the slightest 
attention from the police. News from 
insurgent sources is scarcer here since 
the Maine explosion than usual. 

No official declaration has been re- 
ceived from Gen. Maximo Gomez as to 
the Maine disaster, So far as is known, 
but of course, his followers regard the 
affair as due to Spanish treachery.

PRONOUNCED CUBAN VICTORY. 


Rattle at Holguin Resulted Disas- 
trously for the Spanish. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, March 2.—Reports of 
the recent battle at Holguin, province 
of Santiago de Cuba, have been re- 
ceived in New York. Instead of the 
battle being a Spanish victory, as re- 
ported from Havana, it was a disas- 
trous defeat, followed by a retreat on 
the part of the Spanish forces. This 
information comes through Cuban 
sources and is the cause for a great 
amount of rejoicing in Cuban circles, 
because the guns and 
shipped from Long Island less than 
a month ago were used in the fight. 
Maj. Miranda, who landed the expe- 
dition, reports the victory without 
many details, but from other letters 
which came out by the same mail, the 
story is told. The Spanish forces were 
commanded by Gen. Linares, who, for 
some time has been at Holguin mak- 
ing preparations to march to the City 
of Santiago de Cuba. His army in- 
cluded cavalry and artillery. Pervious 
to his starting to march he boasted 
that he would make the coast, a dis- 
tance of sixty miles in a direct line, in 
four days. By the road to be followed 
the distance was twenty miles more, 
owing to the condition of the country. 
His troops were the most valuable in 
the Spanish army, many of them hav- 
ing been on the island for three years. 
To protect the expedition, a force un- 
der Gen. Garcia had been sent to. the 
southern coast. In case a demonstra- 
tion was made, Col. Manuel Rodriguez | 
was left with a van guard of 900 men 
to worry Linares if he should try to 
league Holguin. While the expedition, 
one of the largest ever landed ‘there, | 
was being protected from attack, the 
Spanish general marched out from Hol- 
guin. Ten. miles from Holguin the 
road became hilly and thé rocks af- 
forded protection equal to any modern 
fortification. Col. Rodriguez’s men 
took their stand in this natural fortifi- 


Owing to the character of the country 
less than twenty of the Spanish troops 
could be brought into uction when the 
Cubans opened fire. 

The toad, a winding one, was a regu- 
lar death trap. Linares used his ar- 
tillery as much as possible, but the 
Cuban force of less than a thousand 
men could not be dislodged. Failing 
to make progress, Linares marched a 
portion of his command five miles east 
to move by the road which runs to 
Jiguana, expecting to follow the rail- 
road leading to Santiago de Cuba. This 
command was intercepted by a portion 
of the Cubans and harassed so that it 
was unable to reach Cauto River. 

For two days it was held in check 
until Garcia and his command could 
reach the place. Every day Spanish 
dead were buried and the wounded 
sent back to Holguin. Gen. Garcia’s 
command did not reach its full hes dae 
until the fifth day after the fighting 
began. On this day the Spanish col- 
umns retreated -in confusion, carry-

CAN BE RAISED.

LONDON, March 2.—Commenting on 
the letter written by Sir James Reed, 
formerly chief of construction of the 
British navy, which appeared in the 
Times yesterday, expressing the opin- 
ion that the battleship Maine could be 
refloated for a tithe of her cost, Messrs, 
Clark & Standfield, the designers of the 
floating dock recently sent to Havana 
for the Spanish government, have writ- 
ten to the Times, saying that’ the 
dock: is ‘“‘perfectly capable of dealing 
with the Maine, even in the water- 
logged _ state it would be in when first 
raised.”

THE TENSION RELIEVED. 


Secretary Long’s Conservatism Had 
a Cooling Effect.

Although the Navy Department had 
no reports from Havana or Key West, 
‘@ dispatch announcing the departure 
of the cruiser Brooklyn from Santa 
Lucia for La Guayra had some indi- 
rect significance in further removing 
one of the larger vessels from what has 
thus far been the common center of 
naval activity at Key West. The 
Brooklyn will make a short stop at La 
Guayra, and will then proceed further 
southward. 

Both the State Department and the 
Department of Justice have received 
considerable detailed information rela- 
tive to the alleged filibustering steamer 
Dauntless, accompanied by the sug-— 
gestion that the vessel might be libeled 
under the navigation laws for conceal- 
ing her name, and under the neutral- 
ity laws, for carrying war material to 
the Cubans. The correspondence be- 


_ gan on January 17 last; and covers 


much data on the past record-.of the 
Dauntless. It states that the middle 
of February last the Dauntless. wag. 
hovering beiween Florida and Georgia’ 
ports for the evident purpose of elud- 
ing detection, so as to get away with 
The 
intimation was conveyed to the De- 
partment of Justice that this purpose 
was so clear that it would be a wise 
precaution to place a Deputy United 
States Marshal or Deputy Collector of 
Customs on board the vessel. 

It states that in the case of the 
United States vs. John D. Hart, re- 
cently approved by the Court of Ap- 
peals, the testimony, of one witness 
was that the Dauntless had painted out 
her name in order to avoid recogni- 


- tion while taking on supplies for the 


Cubans. The testimony of this witness 
is given in detail. He says the sup- 
plies were first brought from _ the 
United States to Navassa on the ship 
Laurada, whence they were transferred 
to the Dauntless. He says he notices 
that the word ‘‘Dauntless” appeared on 
the buckets, ax-handles and yawls of 
the vessel, but that the name on the 
bow as covered with a piece of can- 
vas and the name on the stern was 
painted out. For this alleged offense 
against the navigation laws, it is 
pointed out, the Dauntless has never 
been prosecuted, and it is claimed to 
be a continuing offense for which she 
is now subect to libel. 

The memorandum also cites another 
instance occurring last May, when, it 
is stated, the United States cruiser 
Marblehead overhauled the Dauntless. 
Thereupon, it is stated, the Dauntless 
threw over her cargo, “as witnessed 
by the officers of the Marblehead.” The 
memorandum also. states that the 
Dauntless has been known to apply 
for entry to Florida ports when she 
had on board cargoes consigned to the 
insurgents. This matter, already 
brought to the attention of the author- 
ities here, will be supplemented by ad- 
ditional information bearing. on the 
recent movements of the Dauntless, al- 
though it-is said that the showing al- 
ready made suffices for action against 
the vessel. 

At the Spanish legation, the Maine 
inquiry is not the subject of official at- 


*tention, the legation having no occa- 


sion to consider officially any official 
report of the affair. Mr. du Bosc feels 
satisfied; from all the information he 
has received, that the inquiry proceed- 
ing at Havana is being facilitated by 
both parties. He says the Spanish offi- 
cials gave the fullest opportunities to 
the American divers in making their 
investigations of the wreck, and that 
Capt. Sigsbee has shown the same con- 
pideration to the Spanish officials and 
their divers. 

As to the press report coming from 
Madrid that a commission may ulti- 
mately be required, Sefior du Bosc feels 
that this is quite too far off, and that 
the first findings will be sufficiently 
conclusive in establishing the cause of 
the accident. The arrival of the Viz- 
caya at Havana has been reported to 
Mr. du Bosc.

dull, deadly dull, and while it may be, 
probably is, a stagnation of the: sur- 
face only; it is none the less apparent 
to the eye of resident and visitor alike. 
Where once the Thursday and Sunday- 
night concerts in the city parks called 
forth crowds, so dense the police had 
hard work keeping a passage clear for 
vehicles, the sweetest strains of the 
best bands are poured into the ears of 
but.a few hundreds. 

What a quaint, contradictory, dila- 
tory, and in some respects, delightful 
city it is. Architects and ainters force 
upon the sight glaring yellows where 
nature offers perpetual greens. A city 
where the streets are narrow and tthe 
carts wide; where the work-oxen are 
sleek and well-to-do and milch cows 
are pitiful in their leanness; where 
water is as good as can be found, and 
the butter is dastardly; where the po- 
lice, both mounted and on foot, are 
quiet in demeanor and capable in. ac-

GEN. DUCASI IS DEAD. 


Senator Proctor and Party Just Miss 
a Skirmish.

HAVANA, March 2.—The barge 
brought with the wrecking tug I. J.

“Dynamite” John O’Brien Lands at 
Matanzas—Engagements.

NEW YORK, March 3.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana says: 

“A report has been received of the 
landing of a very large expedition al- 
most in Matanzas Harbor. It is. be- 
lieved to be that taken on the Daunt- 
less by ‘Dynamite’ John O’Brien.

ports from Alaska. 

He thought it remarkable, in view 
of the struggle of Americans to get 
into the Alaskan gold fields during the 
past year, that Mr. Rawlins should 
maintain that there was no necessity 
for the pending legislation. 

“T had supposed,” he said, ‘that 
have mentioned was so 
widely Known that even the Senator 
from Utah had heard of it.” 

At this point, Mr. Allen of Nebraska 
requested Mr. Carter to give the Senate 
a synopsis of Mr. Rawlins’s remarks. 
Mr. Rawlins rose to give the synopsis_ 
himself, but Mr. Carter declined to 
yield. 

“When the plutocrat and the Popu- 
list come togethér,” exclaimed Mr. 
Rawlins bitterly, “it is time for the 
Senate to beware.” 7 

Mr. Carter, without reference to Mr. 
Rawlins’s remarks, said that it seemed 
that the land company of Canada and 
Mr. Rawlins were practically the only 
ones who now declared this legisla- 
tion was not necessary. He main- 
tained that there was never a more 
crying demand for legislation than 
now existed for the great domain of 
Alaska. 

Mr. Carter . pointed out that the 
pending bill absolutely prevented spec- 
ulation in rights-of-way of railways 
through Alaska, This provision was, 
placed by the committee in the bill 
in order that no speculator should be: 
able to.flourish in the Territory. He 
elaborated other restrictions in the 
bill at the request of Mr. Rawlins, who 
said he had not been. able to discover 


them He carefully analyzed the right- 


of-way section of the bill, demonstrat- 
ing, he said, that its restrictions were 


plying to other Territories or States. 

Mr: Carter held that Mr. Rawlins’s 
objection to conferring authority upon 
the Secretary of the Interior to grant 
rights-of-way for toll’ roads over the 
Territory carried with it a suspicion 
that we might some time have a Sec- 
retary of the Interior who would be 
a scoundrel. He said that In an ex- 
perience covering a period of a dozen 
years in Washington House life; he had 
not encountered a single government 
Official in any capacity or in any de- 
partment or branch whose every pub- 
lic act would not stand the closest 
scrutiny. He thought that if such sus- 
picions as had been voiced by Mr. 
Rawlins were to become general, it 
might be well to put up the auction 
sign and sell out the republic. 

“IT resent the imputation,’’ declared 
Mr. Carter, vehemently, ‘advanced as 
a means of defeating necessary legis- 
lation that any official of this govern- 
ment would dishonestly take advantage 
of his office or the authority conferred 
upon him by this great government to 
favor his friends as has been sug- 
gested.”’ 

After discussing at length some of 
the provisions of the bill, Mr. Carter 
concluded by saying that section 13 of 
the measure had been incorporated in 
it by the committee as a protection to 
the business man, merchant and ship- 
per of this country He regarded it as 
an excellent provision, and one that 
ought to have a place in the bill. He 
said that Mr. Elkins of West Virginia 
desired to address the Senate upon 
that section and would cover it fully. 

Mr. Elkins, who had been waiting 
during the greater part of the after- 


noon for an opportunity to address the 


Senate, said, in beginning his remarks, 
that he was glad to see that an effort 
was being made to exact something 
from Canada in view of all that the 
Dominion government and its corpora- 
tions received from the United States. 
That part of section 13 of the pending 
bill to which Mr, Elkins particularly 
referred and upon which his remarks 
were principally provides that 
“the privilege of entering goods under 
bond or of placing them in bonded 
warehouses at the port of the Wrangel, 
in the district of Alaska, and with- 
drawing the same for exportation to 
any place in British Columbia or the 
Northwest Territory, without payment 


of duty, is hereby granted to-the gov- 


ernment of the Dominion of Canada 
and its citizens, when, upon proclama- 
tion by the President of the United 
States, it shall appear that no exclu-. 


“Sive privilege of transportation of goods 


or passengers arriving from or des- 
tined for other ports in Alaska has 
been or will be granted to any person 
or corporation by the governments of 
the Dominion of Canada.” 

“For long years,” said Mr. Elkins, 
“Canada has taken businéss from our 
country and despoiled the business of 
our railroads, and allethis without any 
proper return. In order to understand 
the better what I have to say, I desire 
to refer particularly to the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad.’’ 
| Mr. Elkins said: -“It seems now as 
if the United States would have to 
meet this war single-handed, asking 
no favor and expecting none. While 
we do not court such a_ conflict, we 
need not shrink from it. The condi- 
tion as to our shipping and our com- 
mercial relations. with Canada cannot 
be made worse. Any change will make 
them bettter. In order to meet this 
war, the United States should restore 
its shipping and stop the aggression 
of the Canadian Pa ; 7 

When Mr. Elkins referred to the 
military advantages of the Canadian 
Pacific and its two strongholds—Hali- 
fax and Esquimalt—Mr. Hoar of 
Massachusetts interrupted him with the 
facetious remark that the Senator need 
have have no apprehension of the Brit- 
ish gums at those points, as they would 
endanger Americans only in the event 
of their kicking, as if any trouble 
should occur, Americans would be be- 
hind those guns. 

In reply to a question from Senator 
Lindsay concerning the statement that 
the Canadian Pacific was carrying pas- 
sengers from New York to Vancouver 
for $30, Mr. Elkins said American roads 
had received permission from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to com- 
pete with the Canadian Pacific in pas- 
senger rates, but the Canadian Pacific 
had declared its intention of reducing 
the fare to $28. 


In response to a question of Mr. Wil-/ 


son of Washington as to the effect the 
abolishment of the consuler seals at 
Vancouver would have upon the trade 
of the ports of Tacoma and Seattle, Mr. 
Elkins replied that it would fill those 
ports with trade, and it would at the 
same time increase the business of our 
railroads and reduce railroad charges. 
Concerning the incorporation of section 
22 into the present tariff law, Mr. Elkins 
said that he had been, widely given 
credit for that section. He said, how- 
ever, that wiser men than he had placed 
that excellent section in the bill. Some 
papers, Mr. Elkins said, desired to have 
his connection with that famous section 
investigated. 

“TIT did not,” said Mr. Elkins, “have 
the honor of drafting that section or 
of placing it in the bill. Its author 
stands for American interests, and I 
stand with him.” 

In response to inquiries, Mr. Elkins 
explained that Secretary Windom was 


_just about to issue an order abolishing 


consular seals at Vancouver when his 
sudden and tragic death occurred in 
New York, and that President Harri- 
son’s statement regarding the subject 
which he had quoted was made just as 
he was about to retire from office. 

“Why does not~ McKinley take ac- 
tion?’ inquired Mr. Lindsay. 

“I wish the Senator would ask him,” 
replied Mr. Elkins, “why he does not 
act. Perheps he will, in time, but I 
do not know.” 

“Tf,” inquired Mr. Platt of Connecti- 
cut, “The Canadian Pacific were gub- 
ject to the long-and-short-haul clause of 
the interstate commerce law, would 
it be able to take away the business of 
our railroads?’ . 


“It would not,” replied Mr. Elkins.

“The Senator has struck the point of 
this entire matter. While our railroads 
aré.hampered by that law, the Cana- 
dian Pacific is free from its restric- 
tions.” 

In the course of a brief reply to Mr. 
Elkins, Mr. Hoar expressed some re- 
gret that Mr. Elkins had brought @1to 
the discussion of the pending bill-'so 
much matter that was apparently ir- 
relevant. He agreed with Mr. Elkins 
that the executive departments of the 
government had the power that they 
ought to exercise to prevent Canada 


from imposing upon this country or its | 


husiness interests. He also agreed with 
him that the destruction of the seal 
herds was a reproach to civilization, 
and that the denial ofthe privileges 
of hospitality to our fishermen was a 
reproach. He held, too, that Canada 
ought not to enjoin the bonding privi- 
lege, which the United States did not 
also have, and he perfectly agreed with 
Mr. Elkins that the businegs of sup- 
plying American citizens ‘in Alaska 
ought not in any way to be burdened 
by Canadian monopoly. He expressed 
the belief, however, that Mr. Elkins 
ought not to have taken advantage 
of the desire on the part of the Sen- 
ate to accomplish those objects by in- 
troducing into the discussion a collat- 
eral matter. 

Mr. Hoar said he did not agree with 
Mr. Elkins as to the danger on ac- 
count of the Canadian Pacific in time 
of war. As a matter of fact, these 4000 
miles of railroad would be a hostage 
in case of hostilities. But independent 
of this factor, the United States would 
be entirely capable of. taking care of 
themselves. If they had done so in the 
revolution and the war of 1812. the? 
certainly could do so now. He did not 
believe in encouraging the talk of pos- 
sible hostilities with a friendly power, 
and wanted to especially discourage all 
ideas of danger from the guns sup- 
posed to be pointing in our direction 
from Halifax and Esquimalt. 

He would agree, however, that the 
behavoir of Canada had often been 
unjust, irritating and unfair, and he 
hoped that. the time would come when 
justice should be done and equality es- 
tablished, and he was especially sorry 
that Mr. Elkins should have raised this 
railroad question while the effort to se- 
cure this end was being made. 

Mr. Nelson of Minnesota folllowed 
Mr. Hoar with a sharp, though short, 
protest against Mr. Elkins’s. proposi- 
tion, on the ground that it was aimed 
at the interests of the farmers of the 
Northwest. 

“We have,” he said, “other interests 
than those of the railroad trunk lines. 
At-the farther end of Lake Superior 
there is located a great empire of five 
or six millions of farmers, and ‘the in- 
terests of those farmers are of far 
higher consideration than are the in- 
terests of the railroads, however impor- 
tant they may be to thefr owners.” 

Continuing, he said that the Cana- 
dian Pacific had brought to these 
farmers a reduction amounting to an 
average of about 10 cents a bushel on 
the transportation of their products to 
the Atlantic seaboard. Why, he asked, 
should this advantage be destroyed in 
the interest of a few stockholders and 
bondholders in these railroads, most of 
whom resided abroad? The question, 
as it presented itself to ‘him, was 
whether these raifroads should be made 
to pay large dividends to their for- 
eign owners, or whether we should 
afford adequate protection to these 
farmers in the Northwest. 

It was the duty of Congress he cone 
tinued, to look after the interests « 
thissvast community and ‘the tnterests 


‘of the people of New England, rather 


than the interests of the coupon-clip- 
ping foreigners who hold the stocks 
and bonds of the trunk lines. He as- 
serted that Mr. Elkins’s proposition 
was a blow at the American farmer, 
and to get him into the cauldron of 
the railroad and there to roast and 
singe him without mercy. 


Mr. Chilton, ina few words, said that | 


Mr. Elkins was proceeding on a mis- 
conception, and that the Canadian Pa- 
cific rates were not subejct to the 
law controlling the long and short 
haul. He also said that recent Supreme 
Court decisions made it possible for 
the Ameri¢an roads to reduce their 
rates so as to compete with this line 
without regard to the long-and-short- 
haul clause. | 

At 5:42 o'clock the Senate adjourned. 


PINE MOUNTAIN RESERVE. 


President McKinley Signs the Proc- 
lamation Creating It. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) President McKinley 
this morning signed the proclamation 
creating the Pine Mountain and Zaca 
Lake forest reservation. This work 
has been pushed along with gratifying 
rapidity by Commissioner of Pyblic 
Lands Hermann, who was fully alive 
to the necessity of the creation of the 
reserve and the sending forth of a 
notice to that effect before sheepherd- 
ers go into the mountains, which would 
be in order within a few weeks now. 
The principal reason for closing the 
vast area around Pine Mountain was 
conservation of the water supply, and 
this was impossible while the Portu- 
guese herders would continue to burn 
off underbrush each fall as soon as théy 
brought out their sheep. 

The reservation touches five coun- 
ties, while the principal portions are in 
Ventura and Santa Barbara. In the 
southeast, Los Angeles county fur- 
nishes a small section to the reserva- 
tion, and a section of Kern is included 
further north, while San Luis Obispo 
a small part. on the north- 
west. 


HOUSE NAVAL APPROPRIATION. 


Disposition to Be Liberal Displayed 
by the Committee. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Chairman 
Boutelle of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, has not yet submitted to 
his committee the letter he received 
Friday from Assistant Secretary Roose- 
velt of the Navy Degartment, the act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy, asking for 
the passage of a special act authorizing 
the enlistment of 1500 additional men 
and boys in the navy. This additional 
force was asked for in advance of the 
passage of the regular appropriation 
bill, in Order that the vessels which 
are being put in commission might be 
properly manned.

When court opened this morning for 
the continuation of the trial of Sheriff 
Martin and his deputies for the shoot- 
ing. of the strikers at Latimer, Sheriff 
Martin's cross-examination was re- 
sumed by counsel for the prosecution.

The com- 
monwealth objected to this line of testi- 
mony, and Judge Woodward sustained 
the objection. 

Samuel Price, a contractor and com- 
mission merchant of Hazieton, testified 
| Sheriff Martin's chief 
deputy at the time of the shooting. 
He told of the Sheriff giving all the 
deputies explicit orders to keep cool, 
protect all property and maintain the 
peace. He also told them they wefe 


not’ to shoot unless for self-protection. 


MARTIN'S TESTIMONY CORROBOR-

WILKESBARRE, March 2.—Wit- 


nesses corroborated Martin’s testimony 
from the time the deputies went on 
duty until they formed in line at 
Latimer. and described the shooting 
in detail.

ALGER’S ASSTUTENESS. 

_ According to an Associated Press 
dispatch from Washington, R. A. Al- 
ger, (misfit Secretary of War) has 
taken up in earnest the herculean task 
of awarding the contract for the con- 
struction of the San Pedro deep-water 
harbor, but has as yet “arrived at 
no decision in the matter.”” He an- 
nounces, however, 
same dispatch, that “the contract will 
be awarded within three or four 
days’—which statement would be re- 
assuring if it came from any other 
source. But as Alger’s promises have 
heretofore been written in the shift- 
ing sands of defeat, we will give 
credence to his statements when the 
contract has been actually awarded, 
and not before. The dispatch goes on 
to say that: 

“He [Alger] has based his objec- 
tions to the construction of the break- 
water, on the ground that the law 
prescribed that both a harbor of refuge 
and for commerce should be provided. 
It is now understood that a- bid has 
been gubmitted which is far below 
the estimate of the engineers of the 
cost of the construction of the break- 


water, and also a supplementary bid 


for deepening the inner harbor to an 
average depth of thirty feet by dredg- 
ing, thus providing for both a har- 
bor of refuge and for commerce 
within the limit of the total appro- 
priation for San Pedro Harbor. The 
name of the contractor who has thus 
made his offer cannot be learned.” 
All this is cheap Algerian tommy- 
rot. It is quite true that the law pro- 
vides for the construction of a har- 
bor both of refuge and for commerce. 
It is equally true that the construc- 
tion of the breakwater, as provided 
in the act creating the Board of Har- 


bor Commissioners, will constitute the 


dentally, a willingness to dredge the

Spain.as a nation is on the wane. 
Her condition is virtually bankrupt. 
Her population numbers only 17,000,- 
000 of people. The resources of the 
nation and of the people are very 


limited. Her credit is equally so. It, 


is true she has a navy at the present 
time probably equal to that of this 
country, but owing to the lack of re- 
sources and credit of the government 
it cannot be rapidly or meterially in- 
creased. ‘ Any nation that goes to war 
with the United. States must realize 
the fact that it would continue until 
one side or the other was exhausted, 
for the United States .would never 
surrender to any power on earth. This 
is the best showing that Spain can 
make. 

“The United States has resources 
and credit almost without limit. She 
has 75,000,000 of people possessed of 
energy, remarkable’ brain power, 
methodical, level-headed, courageous, 
determined, and with powers of great. 
endurance—a people that have shown 
themselves to be great’ in peace and 
great in war. Our own civil war 
demonstrated that fact, and also that 
the people of the whole nation were 
uniformly brave. -While our navy is 


probably. only fifth amongst nations 


at this time, in the event of war and 
before its termination, we would be- 
come a naval power, if necessary, 
equal to that of England; as with 
the credit of the nation, backed by in- 
dividual help, it would be enabled 
to buy all the war vossels now being 
built for other nations, as well as con- 
struct very largely at home. Many 
vessels now in use for mercantile pur- 
poses would be converted into vessels 
of war also. If the President of the 
United States should call to arms to- 
morrow, the number of people that 
would volunteer would be so immense 
as to dazzle the world. Such in this 
country is the love of country and the 
desire of the people to protect the 
honor of the nation, and it may be 
said that there is scarcely any limit 
to which they would not contribute 
in both money and muscle for that 
purpose. 
would be an exhibition to the world 
of the superiority of the American 
race, as embodying loyalty to coun- 
try, pluck; force and money resources, 
besides an inventive genius for the 
creation of war-making utensils that 
will surpass any other section of the 
globe.”

ATLANTIC ICE. 


‘The British Brig Buffeted About fop 


Five Days Ere Relief Came. 
Crew Rescued and Vessel Set 
on Fire. ‘ 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, March 2.—The 
British steamer Kensington, Capt. 
Langwell, from London for Philadel- 
phia, arrived here today with the crew 
of the British brig Mistletoe on board.

The Mistletoe left St. Johns, N. ; ye 
February 14, for Bahia, Brazil, with a 
cargo of codfish, When two days out 
the vessel encountered a stiff northeast 
gale and ran into a large ice floe. She 
was buffeted about for five days by the 
wind and waves, and on the sixth day 
the ice stove a hole in her bow. The 
pumps were brought into use, but on 
the ninth day she was making water 
at the rate of six inches an hour. It 
was then decided to head her for the 
course of the transatlantic steamers in 
the hope of being picked up. 

Every night rockets were sent up in 
the hope of attracting the attention of 
& passing vessel. Finally, on the 26th 
of February, the steamer Kensington 
was sighted. Signals were displayed, 
and the Kensington stood by while the 
crew of the Mistletoe lowered a boat 
and rowed to the Kensington. 

Every member of the crew suffered 
badly from the cold, but with medical 
attention on board the Kensington they 
soon recovered. Before leaving the 
sinking vessel the catain set her on fire. 
Capt. Cave and crew will be sent home 
by Capt. Clipperton, the British Consul. 
The crew lost everything. it

QUALMS OF CONSCIEN 


CAUSED vonsuid A. R. PERRY TO 
SURRENDER HIMSELF. 


A Term in San Quentin Did not 
Make a Good Man of Him. 
Signed His Mother’s Name to 
Bank Checks. 


a good man of Arthur -R. Perry, 
forger. He has been practicing his 
old tricks, and is once more in durance 
vile. 

A warrant for Perry’s arrest on the 
charge of forging his mother’ s name to 
a check for $25, which he had cashed 
at the Olympic saloon, was issued by 
Justice Young February 26. Perry fled 
to Santa Ana, after he cormnmitted the 
deed, but according to advices from 
Sheriff Nichols, returned to this city 
Tuesday morning. The entire detec- 
| tive force was on the lookout for him, 
but he evaded arrest until yesterday 
afternoon, when he walked boldly into 
the Police Station and gave himself up. 

Detective Flammer was alone in the 
detectives’ office when Perry opened 
the door and asked for Detective Haw- 
‘ley or Auble. Mr. Flammer recognized 
the man and said: 

“They are not in at present, but I 
can do business with you.’ 

“All right,” replied Perry, “I came 
here to give myself up. I know that 
you have all been looking for me. My 
conscience has been hurting me, and 
I don’t want to make any more 
trouble for the officers. It’s only a 
question of time when I would be 
caught, anyhow.” 

The conscience-stricken forger’s sur- 
render was accepted in the spirit it was 
tendered. Detective Goodman appeared 
presently with the warrant, and read 
it to him. Perry was then put behind 
the bars. 

One June 7, 1895, Detective Hawley ar- 
rested Perry at Tulare for a serties 
of forgeries committed here. He was 
brought back and held to answer on 
three separate charges of forgery, but 
was tried and convicted on one charge 
only. He was sentenced to San Quen- 
tin prison for three years, but was re- 
leased on parole before his term ex- 
pired. 

After his release Perry returned to 
Los Angeles and took rooms with a 
young woman who had been the mis- 
tress of a plumber named Paul. The 
jilted plumber became very jealous, and 
assaulted Perry and the woman in 
front of the Phillips Block one Sunday 
afternoon several months ago. Ful 
was arrested by Officer Cicotte, and 
fined $20 for battery. Perrv ecmtinued 
to consort with the woman, and did 
not heed the efforts of influential 
friends and relatives to get hitn to 
lead a useful and upright life. In- 
stead of that, he spent most of. his 
time at saloons and sporting resorts, 
and at last again resorted to forgery 
as a means of raising money. 

Perry comes of a respectable family 
of Petaluma. He is well educated, has 
a good.address, and is.a man who 
would be qualified to fill many useful 
stations in life, but appears to be nat- 
urally crooked. He was in trouble in 
the northern part of the State before 
coming to Los Angeles. His mother 
at present resides in Pasadena, and it 
was her name that he forged to the 
check which he passed on the Olympic 
saloon. He also’ got $4 of’ Saloon- 
keeper Taggart on a check for $12, to 
which he forged his mother’s name. 


STRUCK BEER NOT GAS. 


Peculiar 


Asphyxiation of 
 BDiteh Digeers.. 

The report reached the Po ce Sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon tha® several 
men were asphyxiated by gas while 
digging a trench on Spring street  be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth. The patrol 
wagon was dispatched post haste to 
the scene, with Officers Rico and Hub- 
bard as conductors. One unfortunate 
was found on a bank of earth, where 
he had been tenderly laid by his fellow- 
workmen. Two others, who appeared 
to be under the influence of grog, not 
of gas, were staggering about. The 
prostrate man was - lifted into the 
wagon and hurried to the Recelving 
Hospital, where Police Surgeon Hagan 
diagnosed the case as hypnosis super- 
induced by liberal potations of spiritus 
frumenti. Investigation disclosed the 
fact that the proprietor of a. saloon 
near which the men were working gave 
then entree to his bar on condition 
that they would not pile the ground up 
in front of his door.

Permit Granted to Nettleton & Kel- 
lerman to Bore for Oil—Other 
Appointments — City Assessor’s 
Deputies Appointed.

The Fire Commissioners settled a 
controversy yesterday which has been 
prosecuted with great determination on 
both sides for a number of weeks. The 
bone of contention was the application 
of- Nettleton & Kellerman for permis- 
sion to bore for oil in the block 
bounded by Temple street, Custer 
street, Bellevue avenue and Beaudry 
avenue. Under the present ordinance 
it was necessary for the petitioners to 
obtain the consent of a majority of the 
frontage before the permit could: be 
granted. They presented a petition 
purporting to represent such a major- 
ity, but a special committee of the Fire 
Commission declared it insufficient, as 
geome of the signatures were by lessees 
and not by owners of frontage. Yes- 
terday morning, however, a new peti- 
tion was presented, which proved to be 
sufficient, and the commissioners ac- 
cordingly granted the desired permit. 
The oil well will be the first one in the 
block described, and a strenuous fight 
akainst it has been made by property- 
owners in the block. 

The Combination Oil Company made 
application to bore for oil in block 33, 
Angelina Heights. A few weeks ago 
the commissioners adopted .a regula- 
tion that no permits should be granted 
to bore for oil in blocks any portion of 
which lies within 350 feet of ithe Sis- 
ters’ Hospital. Chief Moore reported 
that one end of block 33 is within this 
limit. This appeared to be sufficient 
ground for denying the petition, but 
some of the commissioners were obvi- 
ously disposed to make an exception to 
the rule. The matter was finally taken 
under advisement. 

Permits to bore for oil were granted 
to the Yukon Oi] Company, in block F, 
Hayes tract, and to the Milwaukee Oil 
Company, in lot 45, block 5, Beaudry 
tract No. 2.

BLACKMAN CHARGES THE SHORT- 
AGES-'TO THE DEAD MAN. 


He Testifies That He Helped Cover 
Up the Discrepancies the 
Books for Friendship’s Sake. 

Expected Bolton. to Square Up 

- Some Day. be 


The defense in the Blackman trial 
closed its case at noon yesterday, and 
when court convened at 2 o'clock the 
argument began. The defendant was 
upon the stand most of the forenoon, 
and, as was expected, he testified that 
Capt. M. G. Bolton, who is now dead, 
was responsible for all the shortages 
appearing in the electric company’s 
books. 

Mrs. Blackman was recalled to the 
stand yesterday morning for a brief; 
examination on one point. It had been 
testified by a witness for the prosecu- 
tion that Blackman sent him out to 
his house one morning to get the key 
to the safe, which he had forgotten. 
Capt. Bolton was present at the time 
the messenger was sent, and the in- 
stance was related to show that Black- 
man was the only one who carried a 
key to the safe. Mrs. Blackman stated 
that the key which the messenger 
came after was to Blackman’s desk, 
and not to the office safe. 

The defendant’s brother-in-law, G. 
A. Dobinson, said..that he had been 
present at the conversation between 
Blackman and A. B. Redding of the 
Pacific Surety Company in Louis Vet- 
ter’s office. He was positive that Mr. 
Redding had not used the. words in 
speaking to Blackman, ‘How much 
money have you stolen?” The witness 
said that the defalcation had beerAre- 
ferred to as a “shortage.” 

Blackman, whose examination began 
Tuesday, was then recalled. n an- 
swer to Mr. Shinn’s questions, he de- 
nied that he had ever admitted to Mr. 
Cline or Mr. Redding or any one else 
that he-had stolen any money. The 
discrepancy in the company’s accounts, 
he said, had always been referred to 
as a shortage. During the examina- 
tion Blackman was asked a question 
in regard to his arrest, which he ap- 
parently could not remember, and he 
broke out, “I cannot recall that. I can 
hardly remember anything. I’ve been 
incarcerated so long that T ‘hardly 
know my own name.” The witness 
said that stated to Mr. 
Redding during the conversation 
that he did not know how much 
the shortage amounted to, because 
Capt. Bolton kept most of the books 
in which the discrepancies occurred. 
At this point in the examination, Mr. 
Shinn asked point blank: “Now, Mr. 
Blackman, did -you ever take this 
money which is short in the Los An- 
geles Electric Company’s accounts, or 
any part of it?’’ 

“No, sir; I not,” 

Blackman, emphatically. 

“Did you ever know that any one 
else took it?’ was the next question. 
“T knew it afterward.” 

“T’ll ask you to state who took the 
money and how it was taken.” 
“Capt. Bolton took it. In March of 
-1895 I noticed that there was some- 
thing wrong with the cash. There 
were several tags in the drawer which 
ought not to have been there. I asked 
Capt. Bolton about the matter, and he 
admitted that he had taken the 
money.” 

“Did you report the matter to Mr. 
Cline?” 

“No, sir; Capt. Bolton begged me not 
to speak to Mr. Cline. He said that 
he had already told him about it him- 
self, and had arranged to make good 
his defalcations.”’ 

Blackman stated that  Bolton’s 
shortage at this time amounted to 
$1300. He said that the money had 
been taken in small amounts at differ- 
ent times. 

“What did you do about this short- 
| age?” continued Mr. Shinn. 

“Capt. Bolton and I had several con- 
versations about it, and then we de- 
| cided to fix up the books and carry the 

amount along.” 

“How did you do that?’ 

“Ry making a false entry.” 

“The shortage was none of it yours 
and you had received the benefits of 
none of the money had you?” 

“No, sir; the shortage was Bolton’s. 
I had not received one cent of the 
money.” 

ty then stated that when he 
helped Bolton to cover the shortage he 
thought that Mr. Cline knew all about 
it. He understood that Bolton had 
an interest in an. estate in Ireland 
from which he expected to receive a 
large fortune and straighten out his 
accounts with the proceeds, 

“Did Capt. Bolton, as a matter of 
fact. ever make good any of his short- 
age?’ questioned Mr. Shinn. 

“Yes sir, he once deposited $1000 in 
the bank fo the credit of the company, 
which was never entered in the books.” 

“Did you carry along these deficits 
on bank-book stubs to which Mr. Cline 
had access?” 

“Yes, sir, he had access to the books. 
There was no particular attempt to 
conceal the matter from him. I sup- 
posed that he knew it, although I had 
never mentioned it to him, beause I 
had understood that he did not like to 
talk about 

“Then all the false entries in the 
books were made to cover up Capt. 
Bolton's shortages?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“When these false entries were made 
in the books was there ever any intent 
to wrong the company or was it done 
merely to give Capt. Bolton an oppor- 
tunity to make good his shortage?” 

“That is what it was done for.” 

Blackman then stated that he had 
not told the different ones with whom 
-he had talked‘after his discharge about 
Capt. Bolton’s shortages because he 
thought that the matter would be fixed 
up. He took an unusually active in- 
terest in the matter, and tried to ar- 
range a settlement with the company 
because he supposed that he would be’ 
held responsible on his bond for the 
shortages of Bolton, who was his sub- 
ordinate, and whom he had allowed to 
go along without keeping his accounts 
straight. 

The cross-examination was conducted 
by Asst. Dist.-Atty. McComas, and was 
very brief. He started out by asking 
Rlackman in a sarcastic tone: “So you 
helped Bolton along with his embezzle- 
ment, did you?” 

“T helped to cover 
was the reply. — 

“Now, say.” centinued McComas, 
“didn’t Bolton divide up with you?” 

‘No, air.”

THE RIVER WATERS, 


Evidence Taken Yesterday 
Merely Preliminary. 
It seems almost a contradiction in 

terms to speak of any one “making 

haste slowly,”’ and yet it accurately de- 
scribes the attitude of the parties to 
the important water suit of the city of 

Los Angeles vs. the City Water Com- 

pany, Crystal Springs Water Company 

et al., now on trial before Judge York. 

While the main issues of the case 
appear to be simplicity itself, they are 
scarcely so in fact, and not only is the 
history of the city, in its relation to 
the waters of the Los Angeles River, 
from early pueblo days down ‘to the 
present time involved, but a number 
of*collateral issues hinging upon both 
questions of fact and of law, add com- 
plexity to questions sufficiently difficult 
of solution themselves, 

The proceedings in court yesterday 
were important, though scarcely of 
popular interest. J. S. Chapman, Esq., 
of counsel for:the defense, made his 
first appearance in court yesterday, 
after recovering from his recent indis- 
position. Inasmuch as another case oc- 
cupied the attention of the court, the 
water suit was continued over until the 
afternoon, 

At 2 o'clock, preliminary to the tak- 
ing of testimony, a stipulation was put 
in with regard to the-surface waters of 
the river having been taken from the 
earliest pueblo days, through the va- 
rious changes in the municipal govern- 


The 


ment, down to the time when the con- 


tract Was made by the Mayor and 
Council with Griffith, Beaudry & Laz- 
ard in 1868. Since then a small amount 
only has been taken from the river, and 
that by persons living. close to the 
zanjas and not within the district coy- 
éred by the pipe lines of the Los An- 
geles Water Company. 

The testimony of J. J. Warner, Re- 
quena, Dominguez and others, given in 
the suit of the city of Los Angeles vs. 
L. M. Baldwin, and tried in the United 
States District Court, and the testi- 
mony of Foster in another similar suit, 
were also offered in evidence. Then 
the taking of testimony began. Its 
general trend was to prove the city’s 
title to-the waters of the river. 

The first witness called was A. J. 
King, who came to Los Angeles in 
1852, ;and shortly after removed to 
what is now known as El Monte. In 
1858 he made his home in this city. In 
response to the questioning of Mr. 
Scott he stated that in those early days 
he was looking around intending to 
purchase land and was obliged to find 
out about the water facilities for irri- 
gation purposes. It was then a matter 
of general repute that the waters of 
the Los ep age River were under the 
control of the Common Council as suc- 
cessor to the “ayuntamiento,” which 
had absolute control of the waters of 
the river during the Spanish and Mexi- 
can régimes. itness proceeded to de- 
scribe how the water was diverted 
from the river in those days, at a 
point lower down tthe river than the 
Buena Vista-street bridge. The river 
was almost entirely diverted, the small 
stream running to what is now known 
as First street. There was little land 
at that time under cultivation west of 
Main street. At that time the people 
living on the edge of the zanjas helped 
themselves, others were supplied with 
water from wells, and others from 
carts that carried water around. 

Upon cross-examination the witness 
Said that the capacity of the Buend@ 
Vista-street ditch is probably larger 
now than when he first knew it. It 
was enlarged first by Scott & Stearns 
for milling purposes. He*had noticed 
that this year, and for several years 
back, there has been more water tn the 
river at the foot of First street than 
in the old days. He knew of Baldwin 
diverting water from the river several 
yeas before the city brought suit. He 
had an idea that Judge Scott diverted 
water above the Baldwin place, but of 
that he had no clear recollection. At 
that time there were from 4000 to 5000 
inhabitants in Los Angeles, and the 
bulk of these lived on and to the north 
of the Plaza, the small American col- 
ony living to the south of the Plaza. 
At that time no one lived south of First 
When that part began to settle 
up it was by means of ‘donation” lots. 
H. D. Barrows, a_ schoolmaster in 
pioneer days, testified to coming to the 
city in 1854. During the years 1858-59 
he had interest in the Juan Maria vine- 
yard, lying close to the foot of:the pres- 
ent Kurtz street. Water was taken 
from the river then by wing dams built 
up with brush and sand, and at a 
later date a wooden dam was built. 
Water for the vineyard was obtained 
from zanja No. 7, on the .edge of the 
high land running to Macy street. The | 
main ditch was on the west side of the 
river above* the Buena Vista-street 
bridge, and was known as the “mother” 
ditch. The river water was all con- 
sumed, “and in the irrigating season 
was in great demand, so much so that 
peoole up the river ofttimes tapped it, 
leaving the folks below short. | 

Witness described how Wolfskill, his 
father-in-law, after coming to Los An- 
geles in 1831, dug the ditch himself from 
which he irrigated the orchard through 
the site of which Fifth street now runs. 
The water question was as important 
then as now, and it was generally con- 
ceded that the city owned and con- 
trolled the river waters, and had done 
so from the old pueblo days, the ex- 
pense being borne as a public charge. 
The ditches were cleaned out every 
spring under the management of the 
zanjero, and. people defrayed the 
expense by giving time or money to the 

In answer to the question of Senator 
White the witnésse conceded that peo- 
ple using the waters for irrigation 
claimed prior rights to the water over 
any one coming after, but acknowl- 
edged the authority of the city fathers. 
They contended, however, that in tak- 
ing Water and using it they had a 
right and couldn't be deprived 
of it. 

Cc. M. Jenkins, bailiff in Department 
Three, next testified to his having come 
to the city in 1851. Fora time he lived 
at Azusa and from thence on has re- 
sided tin Los Angeles, save during the 
three years when he was absent at the 
war. He became-acquainted with the 
city ditches when going to school and 
when living at Alameda and Macy 
streets. 
to bathe at the point where the river 
Water was diverted 500 feet above the 
Buena Vista-street bridge. A dam had 
been put in there, the water taken out 
and carried along the west side of the 
river. In those days it was a matter of 
common knowledge that the Mexican 
government had given.to the pueblo 
the ‘“‘tomas salinas’’ (salt) and “‘brea’”’ 
(crude petroleum) for the benefit of the 
people, and that consequently the 
waters of the river were controlled by 
the City Council. 

The witness proceeded to narrate how 
the ditches were operated during the 
time he was deputy zanjero, and later 
when promoted tO be zanjero. At that 
time the Feliz and the Corrallitos peo- 
ple had trouble over the water supply, 
which resulted in some litigation. Wit-

After the trouble with the 
Corrallitos people they paid nothing 
for the water. Water was then’sold to 
cultivators outside the patent lands, 
ami they increased as inside cultivation 
contracted, the disease in the vines 
causing many Vineyardists to cut the 
vines down. 

_ Benjamin 8. Eaton, another of the 
old-timers, next testified to having ar- 
rived in the city in October, 1851. Since 
that time he has been an orchardist, 
vineyardist and engineer. He corrobor- 
ated the main facts set forth by the 
previous witnesses, and also spoke of 
the cultivators claiming they had vested 
rights in the river waters, which, 
however, they allowed they received 
from the city. 

Proceeding to describe the several 
ditches, etc., that went to make up 
the then water system, Mr. Eaton told 
| of his superintending the construction 
of the canal and reservoir ditch which 
conveyed the water from” the Los 
Feliz Rancho to the reservoir on Tem- 
ple street (Echo Park.) The river had 
no tributaries save a little spring which 
meandered into it on the Hunter 
tract, about half-way to the Crystal 
Springs tract. Witness was superin- 


tract was made by the city, of a ditch 
from the Crystal Springs. At that 
time the springs consisted of a body of 
water with a bordering of tules, and 
trickled down into the river. When 
the ditch was completed, the flow of 
water wads very great, but in about 
three weeks it became normal with a 
supply of about thirteen miner’s inches. 
The large preliminary flow was ac-) 
counted for by wi'tness on the theory 
that the adjacent fields were being 
drained of the waters. He also said 
that it was currently stated that the 
river had run over the Crystal Springs, 
but he could hardly understand how 
that could have been, for to do so would 
have necessitated the river taking an 
abrupt turn. As water sufficient was 
not gotten from the springs, andther 
ditch was cut connecting with the 
river. 

On cross-examination witness stated 
that at the old Buena Vista-street 
ditch there was taken out 400 to 500 
inches of water, and calculating upon 
the escape water in all there might 
have been 700 or 800 inches at that 
point of diversion. At First-street 
bridge there has been more water in 
the river than in the old time, but. wit- 
ness thought it might be accounted for 
by the channel having been cleaned. 

This concluded the testimony of wit- 
nesses taken yesterday, but a further 
and vast amount of record testimony 
was put iin evidence. This consisted of 
old ordinances. deeds, arid official docu- 
ments of one kind and another. These’ 
went in on stipulation of counsel, also 
the city’s revocation of the water com- 
pany’s license permitting it to take 
from the river more than ten inches or 
water, etc. 

The further hearing will be contin- 
ued this morning. : 


WILL BE TRIED HERE. 


Suit Against the Earl Fruit Com- 
pany Transferred to This County. 
A suit in which the Tustin Fruit As- 

sociation is seeking to recover $1878.92 

from the Earl Fruit Company has been 
transferred from the Superior Court 
of Orange county to this county and 
was filed with the clerk yesterday. The 
case was formerly tried before Judge 

Towner, and a decision was rendered 

for the defendant. A motion for a new 

trial was afterward granted, and the 


suit was then. transferred. to, this 
The Tustin Fruit Asosciation, which 


sis an organization composed of fruit- 
growers in Orange county, contracted 
in 1894 with the Earl Fruit Company 
to handle the company’s oranges on 
commission. Between March 27 and 
July 13 of that year the Earl company 
shipped thirty-two carfoaSs of fruit 
for the association. The plaintiffs 
claim that in making their returns the 
cammission merchants misrepresented

HAVANA (Cuba,) Feb. 17, 1898.—Could 
the readers of The Times have been 
with me today it is safe to say that the 
United States relief fund for the suffer- 
ing in Cuba would be largely aug- 
mented. Let me give you an account 
of justi one day's experience. 

I arose with the lark—or rather with 
the parroquet, which is the early bird 
of this country—in order to see the 


rising sun dance upon the. sparkling 


waters of the bay and gild old Moro 
Castle and illuminme the rose-pink, sky- 
blue and pea-green house walls. This 
invierno (midwinter) is the most de- 
lightful season of the year in Cuba— 
the mornings and evenings the very 
perfection of weather; the middle of 
the day like August in California, and 
the nights chilly enough to require a 
blanket on one’s bed. The sojourneér 
in this fair land needs no better en- 
tertainment than can be found at all 
hours from a_= balcony. The Hotel 
Pasaje, at which I am staying, fronts 
the celebrated Prado, with its line. of 
statues .and double rows of India 
laurel trees, where the Spanish troops, 
in uniforms of light blue cotton, with 
straw hats, are every morning put 
through their evolutions to the music 
In all Cuba there 
is no such thing as a glass window. 
Wooden doors’ serve instead, usually 
latticed part way up, those on the 
ground floor faced with iron bars. Each 
room of the Pasaje has its great double 
doors opening upon a “Julie balcony,” 
the latter paved with white marble and 
railed with iron filagree work. The 
rooms, by the way, are beautifully 
floored with blocks of many-~-colored 
marbles, set in patterns jike a patch- 
work quilt, and so extremely high are 
the ceilings that one feels as if down 
in the bottom of a well. Whitewashed 
walls, sky-blue woodwork, crimson 
lamberkins and lace curtains, beruf- 
bedstead canopied with orange 
Satin are all as Spanish as anything in 
Spain; yet, strange to say, the most 
outrageous contrasts of glaring colors, 
mever seem to swear at one another in 
these hot climates; but somehow tone 
in agreeably with the brilliant blue 
and vivid green of sky and foliage. . 
According to Cuben custom, the 
usual desayuno.of bread, hot milk and 
coffee, was brought to my room at 7 
o'clock, and half an hour’ later I was 
on the way with a Cuban lady to visit 


some reconeentrados, - Probably by this 


time nearly everybody in the United 
States know the meaning of the 
word reconcentrados, or those who 
were concentrated. They the 
country people of Cuba, who were scat- 
tered over the island between the few 
large towns, and by Weyler’s brutal de- 
cree were driven from their homes 
and compelled to huddle in the fortified 
cities. Ostensibly, they took no parf in 
the war, but the Spaniards believe that 
every Cuban is a rebel at heart, and 
the “butcher's” policy was one of ex- 
termination. It is a common saying 
here: “If you put a Cuban baby ina 
glass bo{tie, seal it up and send it to 
Spain, the instant the cork is removed 
it will pop out and yell ‘Cuba Libre.’ ”’ 

Weyler said that the rebel army was 
recruited from the sons and husbands 
ot these country families, and that the 
women at home afforded them secret 
aid and acted as spies. The terrible 
war, which is ruining Spain and de- 
Vastating Cuba, was no nearer an end 
after three long years, and never 
would terminate while these spies were 
everywhere in the land. The desperate 
case demanded heroic measures,said the 
Marquis of Teneriffe, so the Spanish 
soldiers scoured the country, driving 
burning 
the houses over their heads and killing 
all who resisted. eviction of 
“Evangelines,”” people from Nova 
Scotia, was as nothing in comparison, 
for the Norman peasants were com- 
paratively wealthy and were allowed 
to take their movable property away 
with them. Fancy being suddenly 
turned out of your own homes in Cali- 
fornia, with only what you could hast- 
ily collect and carry in your hands, the 
rest being burned before your eyes. 
But that would not be a parallel case, 
because all of you have some means 
in reserve, the large towns are near 
together, and food is plenty in the 
United States. Most of these poor 
Cubans, poverty stricken in the best 
of times, had only their palm-thatched 
cottages and small patches of ground, 
where a few yams and vegetables were 
raised. There are practically no arms 
in Cuba, such as we know them in 
“God's country.”. Rich and poor are 


@like sustained by the products 
of two great. crops, sugar and 
tobacco, and when those are 


cut off, season after season, as since 
this war began, nothing is left. Even 
when a poor man rents thirty-three 
acres of land (the usual measure of 
the country,) he devotes but an infini- 
tesimal portion of it to the raising of 
pigs, chickens and vegerables for his 
own use. The majority of the peasants 
have been employed as day laborers 
upon the large plantations, at very 
small wages—until the § insurgents 
burned ‘the cane fields, the Spanish sol- 
diers ate the cattle, the government 


claimed ‘the tobacco, and between the: 


two armies the richest were in hard 
etraits, indeed. For the peasantry 
there -was suffering enough, heaven 
knows, but they had still their homes 
and could pick up some sort of sub- 
sistence in the familiar places. 
many of the huts were aged and sick’ 
people and babies newRy born. But 
Weyler’s orders were positive—out they 
must go on the instant, and the habi- 
tations burned to the ground. The re- 
cital of one case, no harder than thou- 
sands of others, will do for an exam- 
ple. A man past middle age had spent 
a@ quarter of a century saving, ‘penny 
by penny, from His scanty wages ‘to 
buy a bit of land and build a com- 
fortable cottage upon it. When it was 
finally paid for, his pride and joy was 
unbounded. His wife and children and 
aged mother had a home for life, so he 
fondly believed, and the women tilled 
the little field while he worked on an 
adjacent eState. But alas! Their joy 
was not of long, duration. 
month after the family was estab- 
lished, a company of soldiers ordered 
them to leave. How could the poor 
man give up the hope of a lifetime, 
through no fault of his own? Half- 
crazed with grief, he resisted the fel- 
low who fired the house, was shot, and 
‘his yet-quivering body tossed upon the 
Dlazing roof. It was weary leagues to 
Havana. The aged mother died on 
the second day’s march, one by one 
the children sickened and died on the 
Way, and only the wife lived to reach 
the fortified city. I saw her in Ha- 
vana, sitting on the ground near the 
Darracks, the very picture of despatr. 

' Qur first visit this morning was to 
Los Fosos, an abandoned warehouse 
near the water's edge and Moro Castle, 
which is now used as a hospital for 
several hundred sick reconcentrados. 


After ‘tthe reign of terror began and the 
wretches were dying by hundreds in 
the streets—no provision whatever hay-

ing been made for their maintenance 
by the Spanish government—some 
charitable Cubans in Havana made 
bold to establish hospitals and take 
care of them as best they. could. It 
was but a drop of comfort in the oceah 
of wretchedness—but all honor to the 
noble ladies and gentlemen, who, at 
considerable risk to ithemselves in a 
city under strict military law, where 
party feeling runs so high, had de- 
voted their time and money to. the 
work. The government, in its policy of 
extermination, has even placed every 
obstacle in the way of these charities. 
Spain has 20,000 soldiers in the hospi- 
tals of Havana, suffering for food and 
medicine, and naturally the little her 
depleted resources can devote to char- 
ity is given to them. Weyler says: 
“Nobody can starve in Cuba; they can 
live on bananas.” But the fact re- 
mains that more than 200,000 people 
have already starved ‘to death, as the 
result of his concentration § order. 
Even bananas have their seasons. If 
the whole island were planted with 
them (which itis not,) and-if- bananas 
were to be had for the picking, there 
would not be enough to sustain the 
teeming population, could they endure 
the exclusive diet. People cannot live 
on climate; they starve in any part of 
the world where food js not. 
Dismissing our carriage at the gate 
of Los Fosos, intending to call an- 
other for the return, according to the 
custom of Havana (the carriage hire 
is only 20 cents, each way, to any part | 
of the city, and carriages swdrm in 
the streets like tlies around a molasses 
barrel;) we passed into the patio, or 
inner coutryard. Lying all about were 
what at first glance looked like heaps 
of rags; they were reconcentrados who 
were able to crawl out into the sun, 
leaving the few heds of the hospital 
for those worse off than themselves. I 
have seen misery {9 many lands, but 
never anything like this We did not 
enter the building devoted to the men, 
but went at once to the quarters of 
the women and children. Such a sight! 
Two floors fille@with long rows of cot- 
beds—a recent acquisition since money 
came from the United States, for at 
first they lay upon the floor: ‘and on 
each bed a horror. Five had died that 
morning, and their bodies had not yet 
been removed. Several were evidently 
dying, and others were in the stupor 
of unconsciousness. In- one corner lay} 
a boy, perhaps 9 years old, writhing 
in convulsions; and he died a few mo- 
ments later, clutching my hands with 
bony fingers that felt like bird-claws. 
My attention was particularly at- 
tracted to a young woman, who must 
have been very beautiful a short time 
ago, but whose emaciated face already 
wore the dignity of death, although 
a Slight fluttering of the breast 
showed that the breath of life yet 
lingered. Nobody in the hospital knew 


anything about her, except that she 


was a reconcentrada, driven like the 
rest from her home, somewhere in the 
country. Proudly silent, -she held 
aloof from the rest during the terrible 
march, sleeping in the fields, and 
slowly starving. Where were the liv- 
ing hands that once caressed that 
wealth of shining hair? Fathers and 
brothers, husband or lover, were no 
doubt, with the insurgent army some- 
where in the southern provinces, or 
perhaps lying dead in the trenches. 
While we stood beside her the breath 
ceased to move, death had set his in- 
scrutable seal on her lips, and the. 
soul had, happily, escaped its mortal 
prison. 

So emaciated were the bodies of all 
that their bones appeared to be prick- 
ing through. Most ‘of the children 
were covered with deep, horrible sores, 
and the feet and limbs of many were 


Swollen out of all semblance of human 


members; scurvy and _dropsy, from 
fever, starvation and improper food, 
when they had any food at all. This 
fearful swelling of the body is an al- 
most universal complaint among the 
reconoentrados—the result of long-con- 
tinued hunger when the impoverished 
blood turns to water. I have seen some 
ghastly sights, where the feet were 
actually: cracked open and the puffed 
limbs looked like bags. In Los Fosos 
is a group of five orphans, all of one 
family, the eldest about 10 years old, 
the youngest under 2. Their father 
was killed in the rebel army, and the 
mother, evicted from her poor home, 
died in the weary tramp to the capital. 
Neighbors and friends, themselves in 
equally desperate straits, homeless and 
starving, assisted them to reach this 
haven of refuge. But they cannot be 
kept here long, and what next is the 
serious question. Still more desolate 
was one wailing baby, barely old 
enough to sit up alone in the middle 
of its bed. All its relatives perished 
by the wayside, and why the suffering 
mite of humanity was spared, only 
heaven knows. 

Those who were able to walk crowded 
around us with their complaints. Many 
of the mothers declared that their chil- 
dren were dying because they had been 
given spoiled fish to eat: others that 
they had had nothing to eat that 
morning, and only soup made from 
salted meat the day before. which the 
sick and smaller children did not 
relish. Milk was what they begged 
for, not only for the babies, but for 
those whose long-empty stomachs were 
now too weak to digest stronger food. 
_Of course, we sent for milk, every dollar 
we happened to have with us, but it 
was as a drop in the. bucket among 
Condensed milk, 
prepared with hot water,. is given to 
these people whenever it can be ob- 
tained; but condensed milk is verv 
scarce and dear here, and only that 
sent from. the United States can be de- 
pended upon. Right here let me say to 
the generous people at home who are 
contributing to these supplies—you can- 
not possibly send too much. espeCially 
of milk, the article most needed. 
Nourishing food of-all sorts is required, 
such as the people know how to ‘use. 
Oatmeal, for example. does little goad. 
for thev have no idea how to cook 
it. Clothing of every kind and bedding 
is very badly needed. Thousands of 
them are almost naked. sleeping on 
the ground with no sort of covering. 
and in the best hospital. Hke os 
Fosos. on cots with mattresses. of 
woven wire, often with the wire hare. 
or at most onlv a sheet or a bit of 
ragged blanket between thair sufferire 
bodies and the springs. Think of the 
torture to a well-nourished person o°, 
being compelled to lie upon such an 
Yed. and then fancy how it must fee! 
to the living skeletons and the fear- 
fallv-swoallen. flach. 

About 10:30 o’clock a steaming caul- 
dron of milk and water was broucht 
in, thanks to the bounty of the United 
States: and then how the famished 
eyes glistened. as everybody who could 
crawl crowded around! 

The Guban lady}who comes every 
morning to do wheal phe can for these 
poor atures, ta se the eyes of 
the dying and order-the burial of the 
dead, showed me the closest of medi- 
cine furnished by the United States. 
The Gifficulty is to see that the right

I a&m 
acquainted with two noble exceptions, 
noble-minded medicos, who, having 
means of their own, have abandoned 
their general practice and devoted 
their time and strength, unrewarded, 
to the reconcentrados. «+ 

Just think of it! Upward of 400,000 
homeless and miserable wretches in 
this unhappy island. In the province 
of Havana alone; excluding several 
towns which have not yet sent in 
their lists, there are 127,000 of them— 
more than 14,000 being orphan children 
and 35,000 widowed and destitute wo- 
men. In the’ adjoining provinces of 
Matanzas there are upward of 94,000. 
The mortality occasioned by hunger 
and fever is not known to a certainty, 
because every effort has been made to 
hide it; it is calcvlated that 40 per cent. 
in Havana and 60 per cent in Pinar 
del Rio. Before aid.from the United 
States came it was as high as 70 per 
cent. right here in Havana, under the 
eyes of the Governor-General. Guines 
is another scene of fearful mortality. 
It is a little town, with a normal pop- 
ulation of 6000. After Weyler’s concen- 
tration decree it increased in a few 
days to 9000. During three weeks of 
April the deaths numbered 1400. The 
old cemetery became so crowded that 
when the trenches would hold no more 
a new burial ground had to be conse- 
crated, and over its gate might have 
been inscribed one universal epitaph: 
“Murdered by Valeriano Weyler, Mar- 
quis of Teneriffe.’ 

More than 7000 haye already died-in 
Guines; out of 6000 reconcentrados in 
Jurneo 3700 are already dead; in Ha- 
vana, in spite of all that is now being 
done for them, they are still dying at 
the rate of 1600 a month. Not less 
than 100,000 must surely follow the 
200,000 which the grave has claimed in 
this great charnel-house, the fair isl- 
and Cuba. These figures are not guess 
work; they are from statistics as care- 
fully complied as the conditions will 
allow, and are under rather than over 
the mark. Dr. Bruner of the Marine 
Hospital Service, fixes the number of 
deaths from starvation, from the data 
he has gathered, at 300,000. The asy- 
lums lately created, of which Los 
Fosos in one, shelter upward of 15,000 
reconcentrados, and through American 
charity about 14,000 receive food in the 
municipal cicy of Havana. Should 
this bounty cease, what would become 
of them? A few noble souls in Havana 
are distributing this food, under the 
direction of Consul-General Lee; and 
now that Clara Barton has arrived 
things will be further systematized. 
If every community in‘ the United 
States would immediately organize a 
branch Red Cross Aid Society and se- 
cure what it could in money or cloth-. 
ing, what incalculable amount of suf- 
fering would be relieved. If every- 
body of means would give but 5 or 10 
cents out of his abundance, what 
might be hoped from the seventy mil- 
lion people in our happy country! 
Having now no more money in our: 
purses than the reconcentrados them- 
selves, we were obliged to walk to our 
hotel, more than two miles over these 
stony streets, every step of which 
makes one feel like a penitente with 
peas in his shoes. Talk about side- 
walks in Havana so narrow that two 


cannot pass one another on.them! In 


many places they are but a ‘few inches 
wide, so that one the size of your 
correspondent barely ‘walk 
abreast” upon them, the narrow streets 
which one may almost reach across, 
filled from walk ‘to walk with carts 
thundering over the stones, each cart 
driven by a red-capped-Spanish peas- 
ant and drawn bya wonderfully-bediz- 
ened donkey, with red..tassels and 
jingling bells and brass-mounted, 
leather all over him. Among: the carts) 
the carriages dash at such a. rate that 
one expects’ instant destruction, 
whether walking or riding. However, 
we reached the Pasaje with no damage 
but to our feet, which felt as if be vl 
or 
breakfast—the usual hour for. that 
meal in these parts being from 11;30 
to 1 p.m. After a brief rest and a re- 
plenishing of the pocket-books—for pil- 
grims without scrip are of no account 
here—we drove to the Jacoba, another 
of Havana’s temporary asylums, down 
near the, water’s edge. In a side 
street, so narrow that one literally 
“eould not swing a cat’ in it without 
bumping its head on either wall, our 
carriage was stopped by a small crowd. 
of half a dozen men and boys grouped 
around what looked like a bundle of 
dirty rags. ‘What is the matter?” 
I asked in my poor Spanish, “Nada, 
Nada.” said a man, indifferently turn- 
ing away, “Solamente”™ una. pobra 

(‘Nothing. nothing, only a poor WwoO- 
man.) “Why don’t you take her up;. 
can nothing be done for her?” was

The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon, 

Charles Udell, attorney-at-law, was 
elected to ‘membership. 

The resignations of F. Kerkow and 
M. Hagan were accepted. 

The resignations of William Currer 
& Sons, and Murray, White & Scofield 
Co. were accepted on account of the 
firms retiring from business. 

Director Newmark, chairman of the 
Committee on Railways and Trans- 
portation, to whom was referred the 
communication from the Portland, Or., 
Chamber of Commerce, reported that 
his committee had taken up the matter 
and would respectfully report the 
following resolution for adoption b 
the board: 

“Whereas, it has been represented 
to. this chamber that the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, by reason of the aid re- 
ceived from the government of the Do- 
minion of Canada, and by its exemp- 
tion from the provisions of the Inter- 
state Commerce Law of the United 
States, has great advantages over 
American railroads, and whereas, it is 
understood that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway is using the advantages so en- 
joyed by it in aid of the commerce and 
interests of Canada and against those 
of the United States, and especially 
ne Pacific Coast ‘States, therefore, 

“Resolved, that our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress be, and 
they are hereby respectfully requested 
to enact such legislation as will deprive 


that can give them an undue advantage 
over the railroads of the United States. 
“Resolved, that @ copy of these reso- 
lutions be transmitted to our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress.” 
The resolutions were adopted and the 
secretary was ordered to send a copy 
to the Portland Chamber of Commerce. 
Director Stewart, chairman of the 
Committee on Immigration, to whom 
was referred the matter of the Pan- 


American Exposition to be held in Buf- 


falo in 1899, reported that in conse- 
quence of lack of information the com- 
mittee was unable to take any action 
in the matter, and suggested that the 
secretary write to the exposition com- 
pany for particulars. 

Director Klokke, chairman of the 
Banquet Committee, made his report, 
and suggested that the toasts of the 
evening be incorporated in the mem- 
bers’ annual.

TOKYO. (Japan,) Feb. 4, 1898.—[Per 
&S. City of Peking, via San Fran- 
cisco.]

managed Russia’s policy in China, to 
Washington to prevent interference 
from the United States. 
sisted all along that the principal a 
ject of Russia has been the reduction 
of Japan to her former insignificance, | 
and that the incipient disintegration 
of China was and is only an incident. 
The events of the past few days prove 
So clearly the truth of my statement 
that only wilful blindness will - to 
perceive it. { 

The native papers of Japan look 
with suspicion upon the frequent con- 


ference between the German and 
French ministers in Tokyo. Russia i 
has prevented the British loan to 


China and has not a ghost of an in- 
tention to supply the money herself. 
Why? The great northern power does | 
not want Japan to get the money to 
buy more warships, and makes tthe 
coming struggle all the more difficult. 
England acquiesces. She withdraws 
all objections to Russia in Port Ar-. 
thur and Talien-Wan, and to Ger- 
many in Kyaochao. Again, why? 
Russia, the leader in the movement, 
has easily secured England’s neutral- 
ity by the solemn promise that all the 
ports occupied or to be occupied by 
the Triple Alliance in China shall be 
open ports. A good thing for the 
United States and England, if the 
promise is kept, and the latter power 
will be left free so far as the Yang- 
tsze Valley is concerned. No one will 
object when England appropriates 
Chusan, at the mouth of that river. 
* Thus has Russia secured the complete 
isolation of Japan, except so far. as 
“the United States is concerned, and 
Count Cassini will attend te that. We’ 
‘fhave always hada kindly feeling to- 
ward Russia, and Japan, crazy with 
anti-foreign feelings, is doing her test 
to rouse our. animostity. No citizen 
. of this republic is safe in Dai-Nippon. 

Before I proceed to the record of. 
outrages of the past few days, I will 
sum up the situation as itis: 
will insist upon the payment of the 
balance of the indemnity, to which 
China will that she has no 
money. Japan, haughtily, will inform 
the Tsung-Li-Yamen (Peking Foreign 
Office) of her intention to keep posses- 
‘sion of Wei-Hai-Wei. The Chinese

trouble about their heads, will invoke 
the assistance of the three good 
friends, Russia, France and Germany, 
whose representatives, with true diplo- 
matic courtesy, will offer some more 
friendly advice. With biting sarcasm. 
they will use Japan’s favorite old 
dodge, the peace of the Far East, to 
urge that Dai-Nippon shall forego her 
claims or postpone the demand for 
money until China can pay, and to 
evacuate Wei-Hai-Wei. Japan will in- 
dignantly refuse and the three pow- 
ers will insist. Casus belli! Why, the 
Triple Alliance will appeal to the 
world for the justice of its cause, and 
Japan will shriek—and (ffight. Thus 
far, I am on safe ground. But it may 
be that Japan, when she sees that 
there is no escape, will precipitate the 
conflict by being the aggressor. : 
The events of'the last days tend to 
that supposition. The first act of the 
Ito Cabinet was to establish the Gensui- 
Fu, which may be translated as im- 
perial milftary council, but really a 
council of war. It was established by 
the follow imperial edict: 

“Whereas, we, in virtue of the grand 
result of the work of the restoration, 
have settled on the policy of opening 
the country to foreign intercourse, and 
further, in virtue of the supreme power 
we have inherited from cur imperial 
ancestors, we are resolved to study the 
prosperity of the state by promoting 
the welfare of our subjects. We hereby 
create the commander-in-chief’s office 
to advise us in regard to military and 
naval affairs, to which field marshals 
and admirals who have done distin- 
cuished service, will be appointed to act 
as our advisers on military and naval 
affairs. The functions to be taken in 
charge shall be specially determined 


y us

Stripped of all verbosity, it is Ito’s 
declaration to the nation, and to 
‘whom it may concern,” that we shall 
not be caught napping. At the head 
is Prince’ Komatsu Akihito, who suc- 
ceeded the late Prince Arisugawa Taru- 
hito as ecommander-in-chief. The mem- 
bers are such seasoned veterans as 
Yamagata, Oyama and Saigo.

BIG SALARIES. An exchange gives 
the following list of some big salaries 
paid to presidents and managers of 
some of the big financial and mercan- 
tile institutions in the United States:

COMMERCIAL. 

SHORTAGE OF FLAX SEED. The 
Portland Telegram says there ‘is a 
shoytage of flax seed on the Coast, 
the Portland mills being unable to run 
more than half the time. They are 
willing to contract for seed at 98 cents 
@ bushel. equivalent to about $1.50 a 
ecental. A year or two. since, San 
Francisco mills were willing to contract 
aé $1.80 per cental, and did so to some 


®xtent, but those who did con- 
tract, got less. It is now quoted at $2 
to $2.25 per cental. 


THE COMMISSION TRADE. The 
Deanisen the editor of the Ghronicle em- 
husizes the fact that the chief root of 


evil in the commission business is the. 


gente of commission merchants buy- 
& and selling upon their-own ac- 
count. As showing that many reputa- 
ble commission men deprecate this 
evil, the. following, from the New 
York Fruit Trade Journal, is pertinent 
to the discussion: 

“The fundamental principle of a 
commission business is that its pro- 
prietor is not an owner of the goods 
dealt in; that he cannot personally 
lose by unfavorable, or gain by favor- 
able changes in market value, except 
as his ability to dispose of the product 
fintrusted to him upon the most favor- 
able conditions. gives him prestige, and 
increased patronage. He must be 
simply an agent for the real owners of 
the product, acting solely in their: in- 
terest in directing the product to ap- 
propriate and advantageous channels 
of consumption, and receiving his com- 
pensation from those for whom he 
thus acts in a commission on sales. 

“This form of wholesale business cer- 
tainly makes the interest of the pro- 
ducer or shipper identical with the In- 
terest of his agent, and the entire en- 
ergy and skill of the latter is solely di- 
rected to securing the movement of 
the product on the most favorable terms 
to the former. 

“But, unfortunately, it appears that 
certain practices have grown upon the 
commission business which e en- 
tirely inconsistent with its funda- 
mental principles, and che tendency of 
Which is to make the interest of ship- 
pers and receivers antagonistic instead 
of harmonious. We refer chiefly to 
the practice of returning for consign- 
ments before they are sold. | 

“This practice makes the receiver the 
owner of the goods dealt in. He he- 
comes the buyer of his shipper’s prod- 
uct, consequently his interest in the 
transactions is diametrically opposed to 
the interest of his shipper. 


“In a purely commission business the | 


opportunity for advantageous sellingsis 
one of the chief opportunities for a 
merchant to show his quality and his 
value to his clients. For a shipper to 
compel hig agent to force sale at any 
Riven time is folly: for him to force 
his agent to buy the goods himself. at 
@ given time is worse than folly, as 
long as the market price which gov- 
erns the transaction is subject, as it 
must be, to the effect of the forced 
trensaction. 

“We are of opinion that the time 
has come when houses who adopt the 
policy of purely commission opera- 
tions, refusing accounts which are in- 
consistent with such a course, refusing 
to return for goods until sold, insisting 
upon the privilege of selling when in 
their judgement is best an@ keeping 
aloof from any ownership of tha 
product dealt in, will he able to do so 
much better for their consignors than 
in any other wav that their compensa- 
tion on a full 5 per cent. basis will

CURRANTS HIGHER. Currants 


gre at present higher than they have 
been for several years, and unless al} 
Signs fail, the advance js not yet over. 


Not only have bulk, cleaned and un- 
cleaned currants advanced, but also 
the package goods, although the lat- 
ter have scarcely kept pace with the 
two former grades. The Grocery World 
Says: 

“The imposition of a duty of 2 cents 
per pound on dried currants, where 
formeriy they had been free, has 
caused a portion of the present ad- 
vance, but the shortage in the crop is 
responsible for the rest. Prior to the 
raising of the tariff, barrel currants 
sold as low as 4 cents per pound, 
while at present’ they are at least 21, 
cents higher. Every cargo which 
reaches the ports of this country costs 


the importers more to bring over, he-. 


cause the foreign market is constantly 
advancing. Stocks on this side are 
unusuelly light, and nobody would be 
Surprised if the market moves up sey- 
eral notches further. One move of 
one-fourth cent occurred during the 
past week. The short supply is aggra- 
vated by the fact that the demand

for currants has been mages. large

“Altogethe the advan from the 
scarcity, not considering the — tariff, 


amounts to three-fourts to 1 cent per 
pound. Package currants have  ob- 
served every advance but the last, 
which will affect them in time. These 
occupy a position’ somewhat distinct 
from other package goods. Instead of 
the price being fixed so high as to al- 
low for possible fluctuations, the price 
is fixed at a slight margin over the 
market and every fluctuation affects 
the price also.” 

This advance should have a good 
effect upon the raisin market. 


MEXICAN TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 
The growth of the cotton textile in- 
dustry in Mexico is attracting the at- 
tention of foreign countries. The fol- 
lowing figures are given, as significant 
evidence of this development, and also 


of the increasing production of the 
raw material in the reptiblic. The 
Monthly Bulletin of the reau of 


American Republics says: - 

“In the first ten months of 1897 Great 
Britain exported to Mexico 34,301,600 
yards of cotton fabric, compared with 
42,164,200 yards in the corresponding 
eriod of 1896. The imports from the 
Tnited States for the first Mine months 
of 1896 and 1897 were 6,034,908 yards, 
and 4,503,773 yards, respectively. For 
the same corresponding ‘periods the 
imports of raw material from the 
United States fell off from 12,146,161 
pounds to 5,129,429 pounds. It is stated 
on high authority that three-fourths 
of the cotton seed used in Mexican 
mills is of home production, and that 
every year there is a‘ larger amount 
raised. Many new mills have been 
built within the last few years, and 
several more are under contract for 
construction in the vicinity of Pueblo. 
The profits from the business are very 
satisfactory,. amounting in some In- 
stances to 20 to 30 per cent. on the 
capita] invested. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SILK FROM SPRUCE WOOD. Eu- 
ropeans are experimenting with @ 
process for producing artificial silk 
from the spruce tree. The spruce is 
first reduced to a fibrous pulp, mixed 
with glucose, to prevent sepé@ration of 
the fibers, and placed in deep metal 
vats. These vats are provided be- 
neath with tabular apertures, end 
through these. apertures, by means of 
hydraulic pressure, the fiber is forced 
in long silken strands. These strands 


-are then passed over electrically-heated 


drums, to eliminate the alcoholic prop- 
erties, are then treated to a bath in 
iced water, and afterward dried and 
reeled for weaving. Broad claims are 
made for this material. Its tensile 
strength is said to equal that of silk. 


It takes a dye very satisfactorily and | 


can be worked to a nicety. The cost 


iis far below that of genuine silk.

RANDSBURG. 


Amportant Discovery of High-grade 
Ore in the Rand Group. 
RANDSBURG, Feb. 28.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Yellow Aster Mining Com- 
pany, the Rand group, has struck a 15- 
foot ledge of ore assaying $92 per ton. This 
is the biggest strike in the Rand district, 
and in itself. is enough to make a good 
camp. A contract was let to two men 
named Bennett and Donaldson to run a 300- 
foot tunnel on the east side of the gulch, 


»for the purpose of striking the Trilby vein. 


This would give a height of nearly that much 
over the ledge to the surface vertically, as 
the hillside at this point is very steep. 
In running the tunnel, when into the hill 
about one hundred feet, a hard vein of pblue- 


ribbon quartz was encountered, but it was - 


so different from anything else in the moun- 
tain side that no attention was paid to it. 
It was very hard, and the work was slow, 
but it all went over the dump, no one sup- 
posing there was anything in it. When quite 
through it. a distance of fifteen feet, some 
one accidentally discovered a piece that 
showed free gold. It was then examined 
more carefully, and an assay was made for 
gold only, with the above result of $92 to 
the. ton. It is now being assayed for other 
metals. 

Some miners claim it is tellurium. One 
experienced miner having worked for eight 
months in Stratton’s Independence mfne at 
Cripple Creek. Colo., and who is now work- 
ing in Randsburg, says it is identical in ap- 
bearance with the ore in that celebrated 
mine. It is very hard, and some free gold 
is visible in it, also cube iron, lime and 
schist.

There are no indications of anything on 
the surface, as it does not crop out any- 
where, as do the rest of the veins in the 
Rand group. It is on the Trilby territory, 
hut is not the Trilby vein, as it is of a 
Yery different class of rock. It lies to the 
north and west of the Trilby vein, some 
two hundred feet or more. 

Mr. Singleton, the manager of the Yellow 
Aster company. Says they have as yet en- 
countered nothing like this in any part of 
their workings of the various mines in the 
group. It will not be free milling lke 
their other ores, although it horns some gold 
but the greater part of the value is in the 
eulphurets.

The Warner Divoreé Re- 
opened—Disease Defying Dinag- 
nosis—More Candidates for the 
Kliondike—The Monthly Reports 
Filed. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Match 2.—[Regular 
Correspondence.} In March, 1897, Julia War- 
ner was granted a separation from R. T.

On 
one occasion, Mrs. Warner entered the house 
with a male companion about 11:36 o'clock. 
Warner and a policeman were on the watch 
outside, An hour later they broke into the 
house and found Mrs. Warner and her fricnd 
in the dining-room, The complaint further 
alleges that Mrs. Warner has made it a 
practice to frequent the streets at night and 
attend balls in company with her daughter, 
and that the girl has been allowed to grow 
remiss in her school duties, 

After the petition had been read, the affi- 
davit of the woman was submitted. It con- 
tanied a general denial of the charges pre- 
ferred. After a lively tilt between oppos- 
ing counsel, Warner was granted permission 
to amend his affidavit. The amendment was 
to the effect that the alleged midnight callers 
at Mrs. Warner's place of residence were 
neither physicians nor were they there for 
any proper legal purpose. 

Warner is an. engineer on the Santa Fé 
road, running between San Bernardino and 
Orange. He and his whilom wife are well- 
known here, and the case is attracting gen- 
eral interest. Last week, in response to a 
petition filed by Mrs. Warner, stating she 
is penniless the court ordered that Warner 
pay over $75, to enable his wife to employ 
attorneys to fight the casg against him, to, 
gether with other incidentals.

CANAL CONSTRUCTION, 


IMPRESSIONS OF INVESTIGATORS 
ARE VERY FAVORABLE, 


Conditions Found to Be Better Than 
Heretofore Reportcd—Native and 
Imported Labor Do Good Work. 
New Discoveries. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, March 2.—Frank 8. 
Washburn has returned from, Central 
America, where he went with @ party 
of thirteen to investigate the feasibil- 
ity of the Nicaraguan Canal construc- 


tion. Among the party were E. L. 
Cragin Chicago and L. E. Cooley, an 
authority, on ship canals, and the 


chief engiheer of the Chicago drainage 
canal. Accompanying these men were 
the representatives of nine contracting 
firms who have been asked to make a 
proposition to the syndicate represented 
by E. L. Cragin for the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal. Mr. Washburn 
said last night the committee would 
be ready to report to the syndicate in 
about a month. 

“As a summary of our opinion,” he 
added, “I may say that from nearly 
all points of view our impressions were 
more favorable than we anticipated, 
and we found conditions better than 
have been heretofore reported.’ The 
matters which bear directly upon the 
question of the practicability of the 
‘canal’s construction and the cost and 
the ease of its maintenance, are cli- 
matic conditions, rainfall, labor and 
the governments’ of Nigqaragua and 
Costa Rica. As regards the climate, 
there seems to be no,reason why the 
work cannot be as well conducted so 
far as the health of the laborers is con- 
cerned, as in the more favored portions 
of our own country. Our observation 
convinces us that the difficulties due 
to rainfall are fully offset by tbe 
frosts in the northern parts of our 
country. 

‘We found that the native laborers 
are excellent pickers and shovelers, 
and the record of imported labor from 
Jamaica and the Southern States is ex- 
cellent. It should be remembered that 
no labor can accomplish as much in 


| that country as in our own. This fact, 


however, is partially offset by lesser 
wages. It is impossible to say what the 
rate of wages would be when 20,000 
or 30,000 men are required for employ- 
ment on the canal, but at the present 
time common labor in Nicaragua re- 
ceives what is equivalent to 50 cents 
in gold a 3 

“There seems to be no fever, except- 
ing at Greytown, the Atlantic port of 
the canal, where we are assured that 
a fatal case is the exception, where 
‘men observe the ordinary rules of 
health and abstain from the excessive 
use of alcohol. Of 2500 laborers engaged 
for a year on a twenty-mile rallroad 
through the swamps from Greytown, 
only three died.”’ 

NEW DISCOVERIES MADE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 2.—A letter -to 
the Herald from. Rivas, Nicaragua, 
Says: | 

“The canal commission has finished 
its work on the division of the cana! 
project between Lake Nicaragua and 
the Pacific, and will cross the lake on 
the Victoria on @ special trip today or 
tomorrow. The revolutionary outbreak 
delayed the commission five days, the 
Victoria not being available, as the 
government was using the steamer for 
transporting troops. 

“A preliminary report on the Canal 
project could bé made, should it be re- 
quested, for the present session of Con- 
gress. It would state that the canal is 
-wholly feasible,- although speci re- 
ports as to the more important features 
could not be made. The’cost of the 
carnal, based on the study and observa- 
tion made up to the present time is 
reckoned at akout 3$100,000,000.

“The Alert, whose owners are to 
make a survey at Brito, similar work 
to that now being done by the officers 
of the new port at Greytown, arrived 
at San Juan del Sur on the night of 
February 22.
